A member-hip of nearly 300, with an 
increase of 48 over last year, and a 
respectable bank balance were high- 
lights of their reports.

WINCHESTER CIVILIAN DE- 
FENSE CH MUM A N AP- 
POINTED 



Upon the recommendation of the 
Board of Selectmen, the Governor's 
Committee on Public Safety has 
| pointed Harold S. Fuller, Chairman 

for Winchester. 

Mr. Fuller will direct the work ne- 
cessary for proper planning and prep- 
aration for civilian defense in case 
of war or the threat of war. He will 
be assisted in this work by a commit- 
tee consisting of many public spirited 
citizens of the town. 

The duties of the committee will be 
to formulate policies in order to pro- 
tect persons and propertv, and to es- 
i tablish and put into operation plans 
for carrying out these policies. It 
will endeavor to co-ordinate the work 
of the various public and private 
agencies, groups, committees and 
boards. It will provide for the pub- 
lic health, the welfare and the neces- 
sary services and supplie in times of 
emergency and it will also enroll citi- 
zens of the town who wish to volun- 
teer their services for non-military 
home defense either in the town or 
in other parts of the state if needed. 

This registration of men and wom- 
en will start as soon as suitable head- 
quarters can be arranged for and i; 
is expected that the response will be 
'excellent.

Add to this the fact 
that it is undoubtedly an excellent 
likeness of the young artist, not alone 
from the standpoint of features and 
coloring, but also in the more vital 
regions of mood and expression, and 
it all adds to a study of which a 
much more mature artist might well 
be proud. 

Miss Hersom is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred C. Hersom >f 
Glen road. She was a dependable 
member of both the varsity field 
hockey and basketball teams at Win- 
chester High School, from which she 
was graduated in 1998, and has had 
the reputation of being one of the 
best of the youthful skippers at Co- 
nomo Point, where her parents have 
their summer home. 

She had a few Saturday morning 
lessons at the Cambridge School of 
Art some vears ago, and at Colby 
Junior College, where she spent a 
year after high school, she won the 
Art Award, completing the senior art 
work as a junior.

We must a!- 
so freeze foreign assets, curb prop 
panda in the western hemisphere, in- 
crease our naval Strength in the Pa- 
Hast, give more aid to China, place a 
stricter embargo on war materials to 
Japan, prevent the seizure of Singa- 
pore or the Dutch East Indies and 
give all possible aid to Great Bri- 
tain. The survival of our world is 
at stake. A just and lasting peace 
depends on allied victory and after 
this victory the U. S. must co-oper- 
ate in maintaining the peace of 'he 
world.

Nathan Parker Reed, former treas- 
urer of the Winter Hill Cooperative 
Bank and widely known in Somer- 
ville business circles, died suddenly 
at his home, S Sheffield west, Sunday, 
March 30. 

Mr, Reed was born in Somerville 
Dec. il. 1874, son of Nathan H. and 
Clara (Parker) Reed.) He was edu- 
cated in the Somerville grammar and 
high schools, later graduating from 
Bryant and Stratton Business School. 

For many years he was associated 
with his father in business as Nathan 
H. Reed <.v Son in the Somerville Iron 
Foundry. Later he was associated 
with the Winter Hill Cooperative 
Bank as treasurer until his retire- 
ment from business in 1936. He also 
served as vice president of the 
Somerville National Bank and as 
director of the Somerville Trust 
Company. 

Mr. Reed was a member and past 
president of the Rotary Club of Som- 
erville, a member of Solev Lodge, A. 
F. and A. If., of the Central Club of 
Somerville, and of the Winchester 

Country Club. He came to Winches- 
ter in 1!'--'L'. 

He leaves his wife, the former Ella 
Hay Burgess; four sons. Burgess P. 
of Walpole; Paul S.. William I)., and 
Charles H. Reed, all of Winchester; 
two daughters, Mrs. William E. 
Clark of Portland, Me.; and Mrs. 
John D. McLean of Winchester; a 
Bister, Mrs. Klwell R. Butterworth of 
this town, and seven grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the late resi- 
dence with Rev. George Hale Reed of 
Concord, X. H.. former minister of 
the Unitarian Church officiating.

with the speaker, who acted as a 
guide along the four great roads 
that primitive man trod to attain 
culture in the old world — West As- 
ian, Hellenic, Hindu and the Chinese. 
It is interesting to note that in the 
Valley of the Nile, the control and 
conservation of the Nile River gave 
the world its first recorded methods 
of hydraulic engineering and syste- 
matic irrigation. The vegetables and 
fruits in early Egypt included len- 
tils and onions; also chicory and 
melons, watermelons, radishes, figs, 
dates, bananas, lemons and pome- 
granates. It is believed that Ecvpt 
is the ancestor of our herb gardens. 
A priest compiled some 700 medical 
remedies in the making of which 
were used acacia pods, aloes, cara- 
way seeds, castor oil, dill. etc. 

If legend be true, it is to a woman 
that history is indebted for the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon. These 
gardens were built by a Babylonian 
king to please his wife, a Median girl 
from the hill country, who wept for 
the green mountains of her native 
land. 

The Old Testament furnishes us 
with a fairly complete picture of 
agriculture and horticulture as prac- 
ticed by the Jews. The greatest of 
these gardens appears in Solomon. 
"The Song of Solomon" is one of the 
most beautiful garden noems ever 
written Jerusalem, today, has a flour- 
ishing Garden which gives an annual 
flower show. 

The Greeks were more interested 
in philosophy than gardening but as 
Greek culture spread they bee-an to 
seek privacy and found it in their 
gardens. We can trace from the 
Adonis Garden Rite, the window box 
and the custcm of placing many pots 



of flowers along terraces and around 
pools. 

As culture and wealth increased in 
Rome, the gardening urge extended 
to all classes. The richer families 
combined farming and decorative 
gardening. The Romans introduced 
many trees and shrubs where they 
were unknown. Monastic gardening 
provided food for the table, flowers 
for the altar and herbs for the sick. 
The Monks played an important part, 
going on pilgrimages from one 
shrine to another in the distribution 
of new plant varieties and plant hor- 
ticulture information. 

The Persian Garden was the pro- 
duct of three great influences — cli- 
mate, religion and a love for green 
beauty. The making of magnificent 
Indian gardens reached its peak in a 
garden tomb— Taj Mahal. 

It was considered necessary that 
a man of culture in China know seven 
arts, one of which was the cultiva- 
tion of flowers. It is sairi that the 
love of the Emperor Gueso for the 
beautiful Yokiki was expressed in 
carpeting the stepping stones of the 
Royal Gardens with lotus flowers so 
that her feet need never touch the 
earth and the balcony over which 
she leaned to admire the flowers was 
fashioned from the rarest, fragrant 
woods. 

The Japanese garden is so much 
a part of the national tradition and 
SO wrapped in symbolism, that the 
most skillful fail to transplant it suc- 
cessfully. 

In 1687 John Worlidge wrote 
"There is scarce a cottage in most 
of the southern parts of England but 
has its gardens" and ever since, the 
cottage garden has been one of the 
delights of England. 

In the 18th century, two famous 
gardeners were George Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson. The former 
represents the ideal country gentle- 
man concerned with the improvement 
of his acres and no one can stroll 
through the box-lined gardens of Mt. 
Vernon without being deeply im- 
pressed by the genuine interest he 
took in agriculture. Jefferson's trend 
was toward botany and the many 
beautiful plants and shrubs around 
Monticello, his home on a Virginia 
hill top, represent his taste. 

Mrs. Whitten paid tribute to the 
Garden Clubs organized in 1890 to 
1914. when the Federation of Garden 
Clubs was organized. She spoke of 
the influence of these clubs on cities 
choosing a flower, tree or shrub that 
flourishes in that particular locality. 

The speaker closed with a verse of 
Kipling's "Glory of the Garden:" 

Oh Adam was a Hardener 
And Ood who madf him 
Sets that half a pmper 
Gardener's work 
la done ui»<n his knew.

For Our Own and For Others. 
Our (Junta Starts West 

"Just waiting for government way- 
bills and they'll be off Wednesday," 
said Mrs. George Dutting, at the 
town hall Red Cross sewing rooms, 
looking down on 52 boxes of surgical 
dressings ready to start to a mid- 
West medical center of the United 
States army. Winchester women have 
folded or sewed all those dressings. 
There are 27,000 of them. That is 
half our Winchester quota. 

Does it sound like a big job, one 
that will stretch on and on into the 
weeks? 

One Winchester unit for surgical 
dressings made -'5000 last week. This 
is the unit that meets at the home of 
Mrs. Dunbar Shanklin. 12 Everett 
avenue. There on each Tuesday and 
Friday, 34 women come, reliablv and 
methodically, gearing their volunteer 
efforts into our national prepared- 
ness. 

Such news will speed the enlist- 
ment of volunteers for other kinds 
of work, and for the knitters here is 
information about two yarn stations 
that may be more convenient for 
them than the town hall. Mrs. Earle 
Andrews, at 196 Highland avenue, 
will supply yarn and instructions, and 
will answer questions over the tele- 
phone*, Win. 0017. At 12 Everett ave- 
nue, Mrs. Frank Garrett will give out 
directions and materials for knit- 
ting. Her telephone is Winchester 
2061. 

Another house group led by Mrs. 
Harold Farnsworth and Mrs. Clar- 
ence Whorf, sews. This hand of 12 
women has made 65 of the Red Cross 
convalescent robes, besides pajamas, 
dresses and other garments. 

This story started with what Win- 
chester is making for our own peo- 
ple, but there is a great story in ad- 
dition of what Winchester has sent 
to England since Sept. 15. 1940. 

In the half year since the violent 
destruction of homes started in Brit- 
ain, these things have gone from 

! our own town: 208 layettes. 370 
woolen elresses, 765 sweaters, 60f> 
pairs of woolen socks, 250 knitted 

| caps. 100 pairs of mittens, 240 skirts. 

| 40 pairs of children's knitted stock- 

1 ings, 70 bathrobes, 90 boys' shirts, 

1 24 overalls, and 44,723 surgical 

| dressings. 

That is Winchester's answer to the 

j fury of fire and explosion. It is such 
good will and mercy as that, not 
guns and those who put their trust 
in them and who would build a world 
by them, by which the future will be 
shaped, however louel and long the 
guns may have to speak. B"'-ond a 
war there is always a peace to be 
made.

Strikes At Huge Ford Plant." "Coal 
S'rik" Continues As Parleys Fail." 
"C. S. Conciliator To Fly to De- 
troit." "Aluminum Shortage Hol.l- 
i"~ Co Planes." and "Plant Seizure 
Bill Opposed; Roosevelt Rejects An- 
ti-Strike Measure." 

Probably few of our people actually 
believe that Germany can successfully 
invad ■ America: but many do believe 
that our danger is internal and that 
if we are to be subjected to Axis rule 
it will come by way of an internal 
unheaval. Evidentlv our leader in 
Washington does not think so. The 
situation mav not amount to much 
and the strikes may be growing less, 
but if the lack of aluminum is hold- 
ing up plane production, the lack of 
coal will not. aid it or anything vU?, 
and we have yet to hear from the 
steel situation.

The 35th anniversary of the foun 1- 
in<- of thy National Recreation As- 
sociation occurs this month, according 
to Mrs. Arthur Graham Bobbins of 
Grove street, the association's spon- 
sor in Winchester. 

The association, whose headquar- 
ters are in New York, has been work- 
ing since 1906 for more and better 
play areas, play centers, and lead- 
ership for boys and girls and men and 
women. John G. Winant. U. S. Am- 
bassador to England, is the ranking 
officer of the association. Early lead- 
ers of the association include such 
well-remembered men and women as 
Joseph Lee, Jane Addams, Jacob Rii- 
and Dr. John Finley. 

Actually organized in Washington, 
D. C, on April 12, 1906, the associa- 
tion has seen the recreation move- 
ment expand tremendously. In 1906, 
11 cities were providing organized 
recreation. According to the latest 
figures available, those for 1939, 1204 
cities are now providing recreation 
programs under leadership. Corres- 
pondence requests for help on recre- 
ation problems were received from 
6519 communities in 19-10. 

One of the principal services of the 
association is its community recrea- 
tion field service. Field workers are 
available to visit personally commu- 
nities with special recreation problems 
and give expert assistance. 

There is also a special service for 
women and girls, a service for insti- 
tutions, a bureau of colored work, and 
a publications department which pre- 
pares regular bulletins and recreation 
a monthly periodical. The National 
Recreation Association also maintains 
the National Physical Education 
Service. Each year the association 
sponsors the National Recreation 
Congress, the annual round table of 
the recreation movement. 

The association has been giving 
particular attention recently to help- 
ing recreation departments in defense 
areas provide more adequately leisure 
time activities for men in uniform on 
leave and defense workers as well as 
for the regular population.

Winchester sent 35 cases of com- 
municable diseases last year to one 
Greater Boston Community Fund 
hospital, the Haynes Memorial in 
Brighton, unit of the Massachusetts 
Memorial Hospitals, according to a 
report from the hospital just received 
at Fund headquarters. 

Of these -TJ were referred 
local Board of Health, and tht 
estimates that for their care 
the taxpayers $2L'40 less than 
cal hospital were maintained 
treatment of contagious J 
Boards of Health in 78 towns and 
cities outside Boston thus referred 
t>80 such patients during 1940 at a 
saving of $47,<>lX.i over what local 
care would have cost. 

This department of the Massachu- 
setts Memorial Hospitals contains 159 
beds. Today it would cost in excess 
of $700,000 to supply the accomoda- 
tions that are here provided and that 
can be provided only in a large cen- 
tral metropolitan hospital, says the 
report. 

Usually it is estimated that there 
should be one-half a bed for eacn 
1000 of a municipality's popula- 
tion for the hospitalization of dis- 
eases dangerous to the public health. 
If accommodations for such patients 
are established in a separate hospi- 
tal or building, as is usually the case, 
it would cost from $4000 to $5000 
for each bed. Thus, even for a small 
town of 10.000 population, the cost 
for the five beds needed would be be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000. 

It can be safely estimated that it 
would cost a town or city more than 
twice as much to care for its own suf- 
ferers from communicable diseases 
than it pays this hospital. The aver- 
age stay of such patients here last 
year was 24.22 days. We can assume 
that it would cost a municipality at 
least $3 a day more to care for its 
patients in its own hospital than in 
our institution, or $70 more for each 
patient. Hence, for the 080 patients 
coming from outside Boston proper, 
the saving to town and city Board-: 
of Health totaled at least $47,600.

Alexandria, La. 

At a big liquor store, lately en- 
larged and modernistically appointed, 
a huge truck was unloading. "How 
do you hope to sell all that stuff?" I 
asked. "Won't last long. Soldiers'U 
take care of that." How's busin- 
ess?" I asked the proprietor inside. 
"Never better. Soldiers get pretty 
thirsty, you know, after a Ion;; day 
of drilling." 

Dozens of taverns and "night 
spots" were crowded with soldiers. 
One youngster put down three shots 
of whiskey goaded by two regular 
army veterans. "We're initiating him 
into arm life," one snapped at me. 
Gotta be tough to be a soldier." 

I sat in a car across the street from 
one of the three big houses of assig- 
nation (police protected and in- 
spected) at whose presence the gov- 
ernment winks. 

A city finance commissioner told 
me how fines had jumped. "That's my 
idea for sorry economics. For every 
two saloons that open, we have to 
employ another policeman at $1800 a 
year. Deduct the $1000 income from 
two licenses. We're still $800 in the 
red." 

Columbus, Ga. 

One of the apprehensive chaplains 
says: "The real fifth column threat- 
ening our defense program are the 
liquor men, the gamblers, the women 
camp followers who filter into town 
on pay days, prey on the soldiers 
looking for adventure, then disap- 
pear until next pay day."

A meeting of this committee was 
held at the home of the chairman 
last weeK, where Mrs. James Dono- 
van and Mrs. Edward E. \\ lse of the 
Boston I ouncil of Social Agencies 
came out to formulate plans for this 
new venture. As a preparatory step 
to launching the project, the Win- 
chester Committee made an inten- 
sive study of local needs and the 
methods of meeting them, so that 
there would be no conflict. Mrs. 
Hickey reported at the committee 
meeting that this survey showed 
clearly that it was possible to widen 
the scope of opportunities for volun- 
teer service without in any way di- 
verting the supply of trained volun- 
teers irom local needs. 

"To increase the variety of oppor- 
tunities for Winchester residents is 
important, but it is even more im- 
portant in this time to increase the 
number of available volunteers for 
social work in our community," stated 
Mrs. Donovan. "Total defense is lot 
merely a matter of enough guns and 
enough young men trained to carry 
them, but it is also a matter of sound 
healthy communities and enougn 
young women trained to meet the hu- 
man needs of these communities. Thj 
Boston agencies serve the wh >le 
metropolitan area and they also need 
volunteer service from that whole 
area. If Winchester leads the way 
in meeting that need, they will be 
making a vital contribution." 

Mrs. Wise described the kinds of 
work available as well as the press- 
ing immediate needs of several so- 
cial agencies. 

"The work falls into two main 
headings," said Mrs. Wise, "Hospi- 
tal and Settlement work. In the hos- 
pital field there is need for clinic re- 
ceptionists, library assistants, soci.il 
service work, entertaining sick chil- 
dren, reading to older patients, tak- 
ing down rotes in long hand from the 
doctors, tiling and record-keeping av.J 
many special projects. The work us- 
ually falls in the morning, though 
there are a few afternoon and even- 
ing clinics. 

"The settlement work calls for 
leading group activities, such as 
teaching cooking, sewing, handcraft, 
dramatics, etc.; hostesses at dances, 
social clubs, trips with children, etc. 
The work usually falls in the after- 
noon or the evening.

1. Clinic receptionist at Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, Charles street 
Boston, two or three mornings a 
week.

NINTH ANNUAL VAU-DEVIL OF 
WINCHESTER HIGH SCHOOL 

When the curtain rolled down on 
the finale of the Ninth Annual Yau- 
Devil of Winchester High School last 
Friday night before a capacity au- 
dience, it marked the culmination of 
another gigantic demonstration of 
large scale planning, talent, and co- 
operation. If preceding Vau-Devils 
have been good, this one was great. 
One hundred and thirty performers 
had their time on the stage, while 90 
students and 10 directors looked 
with favor upon their task so well 
done. And the overflow audience 
looker! on and loved it. 

During three seasons of athletics, 
rdays, dances, and clubs, hundreds of 
students play their partr.. but in the 
Yau-Devil hundreds of students make 
their appearance in the course of 
three hours. Tirelessly, for months 
beforehand, directors and players 
practice their acts in order that the 
show may go on. Not a snail task is 
the business of try-outs, where any- 
body may strut his stuff before the 
critics, who must prepare a balanced 
program that will give all a chance, 
and that will keep up the tradition of 
gfiod Yau-Devils. 

Originated by former Coach Wen- 
dell Mansfield, each of the nine 
shows has had a different student 
committee and many of the shows 
have had different coaches and direc- 
tors, but all of the shows have had 
the benefit of one guiding genius, 
Mr. Raymond Hayward of the fac- 
ulty. Working with Mr. Hayward 
have been Miss Ethel Knowlton and 
her dynamic staff of ticket sellers, 
the Misses Goodrich and Keller and 
their talented staff of artists, who 
have prepared window displays and 
posters that attract the patrons, Mrs. 
Phelps and her dance pupils who 
have such a prominent part in the 
show, Messrs. Knowlton and Graves 
and their gymnastic and dramatic 
pupils. Miss Fenton and her girls, 
ar-1 the make-up artist, Mrs. Snell, 
with her able assistants. Then there 
are others, who don't have a "lace 
on the program, but without whom 
much guidance would be lacking. 

The student committee was in the 
capable hands of Athletic Associa- 
tion President Arthur Tetreault. a 
young man of many responsibilities 
and worries. Helping Arthur were 
Shirley Brackett, in charge of pub- 
licity, Daniel Roop. stag* manager, 
Edward Murphy, chairman of the 
finance and ticket committee, Rich- 
ard Palson, chairman of the program 
committee, and James Grimes, head 
usher. All of these separate units 
worked with perfect harmonv, show- 
ing a teamwork worthy of the best 
tradition. 

Opening our attractive and appro- 
priate program illustrated bv "Fife," 
we recall the rhythms of Courtney 
Crandall and his student orchestra 
which carried the continuity from act 
to act. Next comes the Powder Puff 
Ballet, a symphony of attractiveness 
and finesse, one of the best choruses 
of the show. 

Jim Newman Waved his magic 
cloth masterfully in Abra-Ka-Dabra. 
pulling a few chuckles with his milk 
pouring act. 

As Sidney Klanchard sang the 
opening song in Springtime Fantasie, 
incredulous hearers averred he was 
wired for sound. Suzanne Burr also 
sang well and appeared with the 
others to complete the enchantment. 

The second of eb'ht solo numbers 
was Miss Manhattan in which El- 
eanor Abruzzi tapped out some fancy 
steps, eliciting unmuffled anphuise as 
she executed difficult maneuvers. 

Our old friend, Casev. of baseball 
tame, appeared in a novelty number 
with Robert Nichols :t> narrator and 
a screen silhouette of the mighty 
Casey, catches, amps, and bat. 

At this point. Marie Cucolo, her- 
alded as a toe dancer in the 1938 
show, astonished her audience with 
a snappy tap dance. 

Red Carnations, a playlet, showed 
two real Smiths ami a Lynch under 
a friendly street lamp, all nurportintr 
to b.- Smiths that had met at a mas- 
querade. Father stepped out, and the 
play ended. 

Once again the three Horns, look- 
ing enough alike to be triplets, ap- 
peared in a cute family number. 
Three Little Horn. ts. which culmin- 
ated in a dance routine by Ruth. 

Four* en barefoot lassies rhvthm- 
tcally p rtrayed their school activi- 
ties ir: a series of well executed 
movements in which athletics, corri- 
dors, classrooms, and the prom were 
revealed in cadenc.l precision. 

Alice Parker, who had been busy 
accompanying other acts, at this 
time impersonated Alec Templeton, 
pleasing with her well played piano 
selections. 

Bunny Business brought to the 



stage, for the first time, eight fresh- 
men girls, who came as a procession 
of Easter rabbits, appropriately clad 
and packaged. 

To add the finishing touches to an 
already popular first half of the uro- 
gram, Brock Lench returned for his 
fourth consecutive Vau-Devil. Hailed 
in 1938 as a performer almost good 
enough for the professional stage, 
Brock has gone far beyond the specu- 
lative period and is now the imper- 
sonator of only one person.

Opening the second half was Physi- 
cal Phitz. a tumbling act by the ^-m 
team. Many seasoned performers and 
some newcomers made breathing 
difficult with their fearless frolic. 

Jim O'Connor, as a despoiled dere- 
lict of the A. E. F., gave the awkward 
touch to this age of draft. 

The most colorful and the dance 
numbers was A Russian Tapistrv. 
Their timing was good, and the beat 
of their pedal extremities was exhil- 
arating. 

No show has been complete in re- 
cent years without Pat Ferraina's 
company of radio stars, consisting 
of three boys, a guitar, an accordian. 
and a fiddle. This year they were 
augmented by a yodeler of no mean 
ability, Katherine Comita. 

Probably the daintiest number of 
the entire show was the ballet of the 
darling, dar-nt*. Dotty Dimples. An 
even dozen of lithe, lissom, little 
lassies, who regularly appear in foot- 
ball suits on the playing field, loped 
and lunged and leered over the foot- 
lights while the orchestra played — 
all by itself. 



Relaxation to rhythm to relaxation 
went the Lazy Bones, Charlotte Hall, 
Claire McGrath, and Maxine Lybeck. 

Pin-A-For may have suggested 
the title, but as we saw it, it consis- 
ted of a playlet involving a producer 
of radio gags and a scene in his of- 
fice. Highlighted was the singing of 
songs in Italian by Marabella, Pal- 
umho, Simonetta, and Tibaudo. 

Appearing for the second time in 
two years, Yvonne Clennon gave an 
able interpretation of "Bajaccio," the 
boy clown. If we knew the story we 
could tell you how well she did. 
She danced well anyway. 

The Misses Cooke, Fifield, and 
Woodward .followed with their Hum- 
ming Bird harmonizing, which caused 
a lingering applause. 

Tops on Taps showed Brock Lynch, 
still master of those flying feet that 
are never more eloouent than on his 
own high school stage. Without re- 
gard for the physical strength of 
their favorite, the audience effec- 
tively demonstrated their approval, 
not of just one year's performance, 
but of four thoroughly enjoyable Vau- 
Devil appearances. 

Saved for the last act was Sym- 
bols in Silver, a Winchester High 
School adaptation of that spectacular 
act popularized by the Springfield 
College gym teams of the last sev- 
eral seasons. Six times Coach Knowl- 
ton has presented to Plymouth audi- 
ences-, similar performances. How- 
ever, this is the first time that local 
lads have undergone the practice and 
painting themselves. Presented one 
at a time were tableaux representing 
athletics in statuary, cooperation, 
skating, mechanical age, flight, tag- 
o-war, and a sword dance. Each of 
the shining symbols was flawlessly 
executed by a well drilled cast. 

The three hour show closed with 
the entire cast appearing for the fin- 
ale, singing a parodied version of 
Ferry Boat Serenade with more than 
the usual blending of voices.

Beer of the Eonomics Faculty of Bos- 
ton Universitv School of Business 
Administration spoke on "Delivering 
the Goods to Britain." 

Professor Beer has traveled wide- 
ly and lived for Hi years in Colonial 
Ceylon and is well qualified to speak 
on Britain's needs and resources. He 
brought with him an interesting map 
of the world showing the trade route* 
and distribution of shipping. He 
pointed out that, the Britain has a 
great merchant marine which has 
been developed to import raw mater- 
ial for her industries, food for her 
dense population and for world com- 
merce, now this is widely scattered 
over the seas, since needed materials 
must come from much more remote 
i parts of the world. 
I For instance wood pulp that came 
J from Norway now has to be trans- 
j ported from the Canadian Northwest, 
I while food stuffs that were supplied 
■ largely from nearly Holland, Bel- 
gium and France now have to come 
from Australia, the Americas and 
other distant points. All this takes 
more time and makes serious in- 
roads into their available tonnage. 

The British navy is also scat? -red 
to keep German and Italian ships in 
port all over the world, to keep the 
French fleet in port and to guard the 
British interests in the North Sea, the 
Mediterranean and the East. 

The United States is now commit- 
ted to help Britain, and should see 
that the needed goods for which the 
Government has voted to spend $7.- 
000,0(M),00<| are safely delivered. 
The present convoy system could 
: be greatly speeded up by using United 
States destroyers, two-thirds of the 
distance from Halifax to Great Bri- 
tain with the British then conducting 
| the ships through the already effec- 
tive danger zone. This would not in- 
i volve much risk and would release 
British ships for use elsewhere. The 
Italian and German ships recently 
seized could also be used in this hem- 
: isphere to free British ships for trans- 
porting goods to Britain.

Others who have 
a grievance are the school janitor-, 
some of whom are not receiving as 
much as the town pays its laborers, 
despite a work day far in excess of 
that of other employees of thi town 
with no over-time. 

The joker in the whole business 
was the failure of the town meeting 
to realize when it voted to accept 
the provisions of the Salaries Com- 
mittee, to provid • the funds neces- 
sary to pay the wages the commit- 
tee recommends. Just what can be 
done about it, if anything, no one 
seems to know. It is reported th. t 
laborers working in the Highway De- 
partment will receive certain in- 
creases, since the funds in the de- 
partment are such that money can 
be allocated to this end. What the 
other departments will, or can do re- 
mains t^i be seen.

Army trucks or armored cars, when 
moving as convoys on the highway, 
must be considered as a single unit, 
similar to a freight train.

Civilian drivers 
should not attempt to break through 
the line.

Mrs. Karle E. Andrews of Highland 
avenue, president of the I >ol I L'ollee- 
tors' Club of America, is among those 
exhibiting in the annual American 
Doll Show of the American Hobby

dolls culled from private collections 
of men, worn n and children in every 
section of the United States, will be 
on view for two weeks, offering every 
conceivable kind, age and type of doll 
from the four corners of the globe. 
Joining with the individual collectors 
in exhibiting will be the Museum of 
th.- City of New York, Brooklyn Chil- 
dren's Museum, Girl Scouts and other 
groups. 

Mrs. Andrews is showing two in- 
teresting dolls from her large col- 
lection. One is a black, china headed 
doll, with original clothes, from a 
Gardiner, Me., family, circa 1850, un- 
usual because of the brown set-glass 
eye-;. The other is one from her 
French doll collection from Bath, Me., 
circa lKt>0, with original clothes in- 
cluding high kid boots with elastic 
inserts anil carrying a red shawl in a 
shaw] strap. This doll is unusual be- 
cause oi its kid-covered wooden body. 

The world's oldest doll (4000 B. C.) 
will vie in interest with modern m in- 
ikin types. Primitive wooden doils 
made by natives in Djibouti in Af- 
rica for native children stand side by 
side with beautiful and elaborate pa- 
rian, china and bisque dolls from va- 
rious periods of American history. 
Dolls from Maine made of lobster

The first mechanical, walking, danc- 
ing and talking dolls patented in 
America will be included; old creche 
dolls from 17th century Italy; rare 
old English doll dating from Shakes- 
peare; Queen Anne doll from 18th 
century; Early American doll with 
three faces that rotate on pivot head;

Physicians 

Thirty physicians arc entra^ed in 
the active practice of medicine. These 
include genera] practitioners and 
qualified specialists in most of the 
Itranches of medicine. Also, there is 

a number of other physicians, the 
majority of, whom are specialists, 
who reside in the Town but practice 
Most of these, if needed, 
would respond quickly to a local Red 
Cross Disaster call. 

Not including the latter jrroup, 
the ratio of physicians to the popula- 
tion is approximately one to BOO 
people. Since most disasters, whether 
limited aectionally (fire, explosions, 
railroad wrecks, etc.) or involving 
more territory (flood, hurricane, etc.) 
only affect a minority of the popula- 
tion, thus reducing the physician- 
population ration to those that re- 
quire medical and surgical attention, 
it appears that there is available a 
sufficient number of physicians to ad- 
minister to the ill and injured and to 
cope with any emergency that may 
arise. 

Hospital 

The Winchester Hospital, gener- 
ously staffed with a group of regis- 
tered, graduate nurses, has a normal 
Total Liabilities and Capital Ac- capacity of 88 beds, apportioned as 

counw _* 1.380.603.43 j follows: medical and surgical, 41; oh- 

stretrical, 19; children, 8, and bassin- 
ets, 20. For an emergency, at least 
20 cots could be put up. The hospital 
has excellent medical, surgical, and 
obstetrical facilities, including two 
modern operating rooms, an accident 
room, and two modern delivery rooms. 
The X-ray and laboratory- depart- 
ments are of the best and. what is 
equally important, their facilities are 
available at all time.". The surgical 
sterilizers can take care of supplies for 
100 patients a day. The hosnital laun- 
dry can care for the linen of at least 
100 patients a day. Also, the hospital 
maintains a food supply, medical, and 
surgical sunnlies and sundries enough 
for seven days. The linen supply, on 
most articles, is enough for six 
month.-?. 

Nurses 

The nursing personnel, excluding 
that of the Winchester Hospital, is 
spearheaded by the Winchester Dis- 
trict Xtirsing Association. At all 
times, this organization maintains a 
staff of registered nurses who unob- 
trusively perform their acts of mercy. 
In time of need, the staff could easiiy 
be augmented depending upon the 
extent and nature of the disaster. 
The local nurses registry could sup- 
ply the required number of nurses. 
Board of Health 
The Board of Health always an 
important department assumes even 
greater importance at the time 01 j 
a disaster. The chairman of the board I 
is a physician. Its regulations are 
strictly enforced by another physi- 1 
cian designated as health agent. 
Among its essential and diversified 
activities, the department is chiefly 
concerned with measures, intended to 
maintain the best of health fur the 
community, such as the isolation and 
control of infectious and contagious 
di> eases, frequent bacteriological ex- 
aminations to determine the fitness 
of drinking water, inspection of milk, 
the maintenance of high standards 
of sanitation, inspection of plumbing, 
the burial of the dead, and proper 
disposal of waste. If a disaster should 
come, the Board of Health, vitally- 
cognizant of the acuteness, would co- 
operate more closely with the local 
physicians and thus would become 
even more vigilant and effective. 
Dentists 

There are 11, highly trained, quali- 
fied, and well-equipped dentists, who 
are ready to care for any condition 
coming within the scone of their re- 
spective specialty. 

Drugs and Sera 
Four pharmacies purvey drugs anj 
sundries to the community.

I 
adhesive, and other medical materials ' 
enough, in the ease of an extensive 
disaster, for one month or more. A ! 
<mall supply of the commonlv em- 
ployed biologies is available, which, 
in case of an emergency, due to the 
proximity of large pharmaceutic il 
concerns and the State Department of 
Health, could be increased easilv with- 
in one or two hours. 

Ambulances 
There are two modern and well- 
equipped ambulances, one under the 
jurisdiction of the Police Department 
and the other privately owned. De- 
spite the fact that nominal charges 
are made for their use when privateiv 
engaged, both ambulances would be 
available gratuitously if a disaster 
should come. In conjunction with the 
police ambulance, an oxygen inhala- 
tor. with four full oxygen tanks as 
reserve, is maintained in constant 
readiness. Whenever necessary, faci- , 
lities could be utilized to obtain quick- 
ly an adequate number of such ap- 
paratuses. 

Shelter 

In order to give temporary shelter 
to the hospital's overflow of the ill 
and injured, churches, schools, ami 
public buildings could be utilized Con- 
servatively speaking, cots could be 
set up which would hospitalize at 
least ."WOO patients or roughly one- 
fifth of the total population of the 
town. At strategic points, many of 
these buildings could be converted in- 
to first aid stations or emergency hos- 
pitals. 

Water 

A vital need in any disaster is an 
assured, constant supply of drinkabl • 
water. Fortunately, the town has a 
water system which has prepared for 
such an eventuality. It is highly ef- 
ficient and self-sustaining. A com- 
plementary system, tapping the reser- 
voirs of some of the surrounding com- 
munities, also has been installed and 
will be placed into operation if and 
when the present system, for gome 
reason, is considered inadequate or its 
water is deemed ill-advisable for con- 
sumption. 

Non-Professional Assistance 

To expedite the work ,if the medi- 
cal department, many residents of the 
town, possessing knowledge of the 
principle of first aid, could be called 
to act as assistants to the physicians. 
Also if necessary, arrangements could 
be made with many groups, imbued 
with humanitarian desire and entirely 
in accord with Red Cross ideals, to 
assist in patrolling the devastat id 
area, thereby refraining the curious 
and the morbid from hindering the 
progress of the rescue workers and 
the merciful administrations of the 
medical corps.

He spoke seriously of the aims of 
the early Puritans, how they left Eng- 
land to migrate to the new land, so 
that they mipht worship God in their 
own way. Later he told us many 
amusing anecdotes of preachers and 
their parishioners which kept his 
audience laughing. 



Dear Professor A.: 

Thank you so much for two par- 
cels of cuttings which I shall pass 
on to friends. I wish I could send 
cutting* to you, but we are not al- 
lowed to — but 1 am puttinp one in 
and will send a copy of it in a later 
letter in case it is taken out. John 
is so pleased with his stamps and the 
hooks <m American stamps, and he 
has been showing both to friends. 

Thank you too for letter of Dec. 
13 which came a week after that of 
Dec. 20. John's Christmas card 
posted Dec. 10 came Feb. 17, so per- 
haps Mr. D's letter has not pone 
down. 

I will try to find people who have 
had interesting experience to write 
to you, but most of the people I 
know miss a lot of what goes on by 
beinp in shelters and only hearinp 
punfire. We had hours of gunfire 
last nipht and a large town fairly 
near had a very bad time. John and 
I are going to risk spending the 
weekend with my parents. The docks 
are near so it is not as safe as it is 
here. 

Willkie had a wonderful reception. 
As one journalist put it — "Veni, vidi, 
Willkie!" 

We were interested in the cutting 
on Vitamin Sweets, as we are pivinp 
John similar vitamin tablets from 
Boots, chemist, as fresh fruit is the 
only thing we lack. People are en- 
couraged to try raw carrot, and John 
has prated raw carrots in "marmite" 
sandwiches. We have had Seville or- 
anges for marmalade, most of us 
have saved or stored enouph supar 
to make it. Most of us put a stock 
of tinned food away durinp Munich 
time, and I have hardly touched that 
yet, and of course we all have our 
iron rations, stored after Munich. 

There is a German plane overhead 
as I write. John wants to po out to 
see if he can see it. The puns are 
firing away now that it has passed 
over. I never worry now because if 
they are above I know the bombs do 
not drop straight, and if the plane 
has pone over. I know they are mak- 
ing for and -, two places that 

have had it lately. I can still hear 
the plane and the puns in the dis- 
tance. 

There was not even one case of 
war neurosis in Coventry or Birming- 
ham and very few in London. I think 
the war gives people something to 
think about besides their ailments, 
so it has done nervy people some 
good. 

Sirio] is probably going to Dal- 
housie College in Halifax in Septem- 
ber. Her hostess does not think high- 
ly of the school she is now at and 
as Siriol intends being a doctor, she 
must have more science. 

John and I went and had a look 
outside. I am as childish as he is in 
wanting to see things. Searchlights 
were trying to locate the plane or 
planes (she has come back now and is 
overhead- wish I could have a shot at 
her — I am getting quite callous!) The 
sky is lit up so I am afraid Tires have 
started in the distance. 

We are repeatedly told to carry our 
gas masks. I hate wearing my mask. 
I feel I am going to suffocate, 
which is really stupid. 

We knew there was a raid on 
somewhere as our wireless suddenly 
stopped, This used to annoy me so 
much that I bought a cheap wireless 
so that 1 have it on another wave 
length and in another room. They 
have children's news for five min- 
utes in school broadcast every morn- 
ing, and it is very interesting. 

When there is heavy gunfire (in 
distance) and planes overhead. I try 
to keep John in same room — he is 
staying down later tonight for this 



reason. Poor things — this — towns is 
navinp it badly as 1 write. John and I 
feel sad at the thought of what some 
people are suffering. We are lucky— 
in front of a nice fire in fairly safe 
uistrict — we know that nowhere is 
sate — some tiny little villages have 
been bombed and people killed. John 
and I if we want a good laugh listen 
in to "Lord Haw-Haw. " Yesterday 
Haw-Haw twisted the Food Minis- 
ter's speech and also that of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, and as we had 
heard both we enjoyed the laugh. 
One night in front of a lovely fire 
we heard we were shiverinp with no 
coal, and apparently last night we 
had very little food ships! My father 
refuses to listen. He thinks it is 
wrong and unpatriotic to do so, but 
I like a pood lauph. 

Catering is not quite so easy as it 
was — we have plenty of good food, 
but there is less variety. If one 
thinks a little, one can have meals 
quite as healthful and appetizing as 
before, as it is only meat that is cut 
down, and no fresh fruit, and we 
have everything else. Onions are 
scarce, but we use leeks. We planned 
our garden in London so that we had 
vegetables to last until spring, and 
we have had fruit (apples and pears) 
from August until now (one solitary 
apple left!). Most people have "dug 
for victory" and we are surprised at 
the amount we save by growing our 
>wn produce. 

When our newspaper arrives late 
we always know that London has had 
a blitz — and when we hear waves of 
planes over here we know that Lon- 
don has- had a fairly quiet night, but 

that and or a third place 

have had a blitz. We all wish they 
would hurry up and get the invasion 
attempt over. We have no fear of 
it as we have complete faith in our 
men, and in the preparations. Church- 
ill's speech was fine and it did us all 
good to listen to him. He is a won- 
derful man and everyone has the ut- 
most faith in him. 

Your help in giving us full aid is 
deeply appreciated by everyone — and 
all the voluntary work, relief work. 
Red Cross, ambulances, etc. maks us 
feel we are lucky to have such 
friends. 

I am listening to wireless now — 
"How to deal with incendiary bombs." 
John thinks he can deal with them if 
I carry the buckets of water! 

I have not yet met anyone who 
even gives a thought to a negotiated 
peace. It is, for us all, a fight to the 
finish, and a better, more decisive 
finish than the last war. We have 
a long way to go, you know, but we 
are confident that we can stand up to 
anything and give it back too. 

P.S. The town that was beinp 
bombed last nipht had its most se- 
vere raid, hospital bombed, etc. We 
knew by the punfire that the raid 
was severe. The house shook and 
doors rattled, and after we went to 
bed (T kept John down late as it safer 
downstairs and I like him in the same 
room on these occasions!) the pun- 
fire was terrific. 

We are puzzled by the Turkish- 
Bulparian pact and don't know what 
it really means. 

There has been a third raid. Weds. 
Thurs. Fri. on that same town. Very 
severe casualties, many women and 
children killed and maimed. One 
housing estate was badly bombed. As 
the wireless said, the peonle of S. 
were bombed, battered and blitzed, 
hut unbeaten, and their morale was 
wonderful. A severe blitz puts our 
backs up so much that our morale 
poes up if this is possible. We are so 
furious that our spirit is never 
weakened by these wanton attacks. 
The punfire here (parents' house) 
was very ne'ar and loud.

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AT BOSTON MEETING OF 
BRITISH WAR 
RELIEF 



About 250 representatives of Brit- 
ish War Belief units in Metropolitan 
Boston took themselves to lunch at 
the Statler Hotel in Boston, Monday, 
May 11. and heard interesting talk - 
by the chairman for this area, M,\ 
Stuart Rand and Mr. Gaspar Bacon. 

With humor and with amazing 
charity for the distrustful and rumor 
loving people sprinkled here and there 
in any movement, Mr. Hand took up 
some of the typical questions and 
Complaints that crop up. The defeat- 
ist doubt that many of the things we 
knit and sew for Britain ever get to 
the shores of England, for example. 
To that there is a simple, factual an- 
swer. Of all the tons that have been 
■hipped for British relief, only a frac- 
tion of one per cent has been lost. I! 
you have knit 200 socks, all but one 
of them, by that ratio of successful 
arrival to loss in transit would have 
got safely to British feet. 

Some critic had used a lot of Mr. 
Rand's tidephone time to be shocked 
that there should be any admission of 
losses. It would she was sure, dismay 
workers and cut down our product. 
A sufficient answer to such a fear that 
we are a nation of children who can 
bear no disaster is the great admiri- 
tion Americans have for a nation 
that rallied to a leader who could 
promise them nothing but "blood and 
sweat and tears." We do not have to 
be fed on sugary make-believe. We 
can hear bad news now though we 
lose a ship now and then, we do not 
turn defeatist nor give up a whole 
cause as lost. 

A different way to confuse workers 
is to spread rumors that British War 
Relief operates with a very high over- 
head. On th;> contrary, a small per- 
centage of the dollars collected go 10 
the necessary expense of offices. 

Special evens like the Relief Ball 
or the coming carnival at the Bos- 
ton Garden can give helpful spurts 
to British War Relief funds, but these 
are a minor source of income. The 
real source is the steady month by 
month giving by myriads of friends 
of freedom, who give as regularly as 
they pay their telephone bill, as stead- 
ily as the relief knitters, alwut 14,000 
stnng in N:'w England, knit. 

Present from the Winchester Unit 
were the chairman, Mrs. t red Cam- 
eron, Mrs. William Weeks, Miss F. 
Louise Nardin and Mrs. Gerald Y. 
Hills. From Winchester was also 
Mrs. Dudley Cotton, who began her 
British Relief work in a Jamaica

her association there.

Try Lemon -Buttered 
Cabbage with 
Corned Beef 




By BETTY BARCLAY 



In lemon-buttered cabbage, serv- 
ed with corned beef, we have an 
old favorite with a new glamor. 
Here, as with many other vegeta- 
bles, lemon ' points up" the flavor. 
In fact, lemon juice is a seasoning 
for vegetables that should never 
be omitted. If it is not used in 
the cooking, it should be provided 
by a garnish. A dish of juicetul 
lemon quarters is as important a 
table accompaniment for vegetables 
as the salt and pepper shakers. 

Cut a small head of cabbage in 
eighths. Place in a large kettle of 
boiling salted water. Let water 
boil up again. Cook uncovered 8 
to 10 minutes. 

Have a piece of corned beef 
boiled until tender or use the time- 
saving canned corned beef. In this 
case, remove corned beef from can 
and slice. Place slices in a strainer 
or sieve and let steam until hot 
over boiling cabbage. 

Arrange on hot serving plate with 
slices of corned beef and season 
with Vt cup melted butter blended 
with 2 tablespoous lemon juice. 
Garnish with lemon slices and 
plenty of practical juice-providing 
lemon quarters for more of the 
lemon flavor. 

This lemon butter is delicious 
with many other vegetables, in- 
cluding cauliflower, broccoli. Brus 
eels sprouts, artichokes, asparagus, 
apinach and other greens. 

To keep cauliflower white, boil in 
water to which lemon juice has 
been added (2 tablespoons to 1 
quart). In cooking artichokes, add 
% slices of lemon for each arti- 
It enhances flavor.

MODERN FUR STORAGE 

Tlie manner in which furs and other 
garments are handled in cold storage, 
and particularly the difference in 
vaults and methods of refrigeration 
is generally unknown and unappreci- 
ated. The older and customary 
method of handling storage of furs 
and garments l>y practically all who 
solicit storage, i.e.; most large fur- 
rier* and department stores, is to 
hang the coats on racks in large 
vaults kept at a low temperature by 
means of refrigerating coils similar 
to the means of keeping meats cool in 
the old time markets. It is cold stor- 
age with no provision made for 
change of air or control of humidity. 

The last word in garment storage 
refrigeration has taken into consider- 
ation the scientific findings of re- 
search refrigeration engineers. Dead 
cold air is extremely deficient, It has 
caused mold and stagnation, causing 
possible damage to valued garments. 

Consequently, the latest vault has in- 
corporated a combination of the fin- 
est defrosting, humidification, and 
air conditioning devices produced. As 
every high school pupil knows air 
can contain a certain amount of mois- 
ture or water at a given tempera- 
ture, the hitrher the temperature, the 
greater the amount of moisture or 
water held. A decided lowe ring of the 
temperature causes a Teat increase 
in the relative proportion of water the 
air garment can hold resulting in ex- 
cessive moisture and possible mould. 

In our vault the excess moisture 
is frozen out on the coils which are

SCHOOL D EPARTM ENT NOTES

To the Editor of the Star: 
Dear Sir: 

.Mr. Farrington of the Mas&ochu- 
j setts Horticultural Society, who re- 
I centbr jrave a Scroll to the Town 01 
i Winchester, asked me one day when 
J I was in Horticultural Hall, to tell 
more about the civic improvements 
at Winchester, so I read over the 
Town Reports for the last 20 years 
or more and culled from them the 
I following facts which I have sent 
to him. 

It may be that the citizens of Win- 
chester, many of whom have come 
into town during 1 that period, would 
also be interested in reading them, 
] so I thought it wise to give them an 
opportunity through the Star to read 
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The Winchester Fire Department 
has answered nearly 100 alarms of j 
fire during the month of April alone 
and the month does not end until next 
Wednesday. Most of these alarm < 
have been for fires of the grass a:il 
brush variety caused by careless burn- 
ing by individuals, many of whom 
have had no permits to light fires in 
the open. If anvthing, the announce- 
ment of the ban on outdoor burning 
in last week's Star resulted in slight - 
lv more bon fires than usual. That 
is the way some people react to the 
orders of constituted authorities try- 
ing to protect the public safety an 1 
conserve the natural resources of the 
State. Those same authorities Who 
decide there shall he no burning are 
as much to blame as any one for the 
fact that their orders are disregard- 
ed. People for good reason have.como 
to believe no serious consequences will 
follow their defiance of the law, so 
they light their fires on windy days, 
lose control of the blaze and telephone 
the Fire Department, for the response 
of which the community, including 
the law-abiding who do not set fir?s, 
has to pav. A ride to the Woburn 
court with a $5 or $10 fine would put 
a damper on the activities of these 
promiscuous spring time burners, save 
the town money and conserve the ef- 
forts and resources of the Fire De- 
partment for times of real legitimate 
need. It is all very well to issue or- 
ders, to make radio appeals and have 
the school children visit the fire sta- 
tion during fire prevention week, but 
until such efforts are backed up Dy 
positive action against those respon- 
sible for costly fires they just aren t 
going to amount to much!

Dear Miss Caldwell, 

I feel that you may be interested 
to hear what happened to the splen- 
did parcels of food which you so kind- 
ly sent for the benefit of the needy 
people in London. They came to me. 
as Warden of the Oxford & Ber- 
mondsey Club, to distribute. 

Bermondsey was one of the hard- 
est hit Boroughs' when serious air- 
raiding started, and. although subse- 
quently other Boroughs have also 
suffered severely, Bermondsey is of- 
ficially recognized now as the worst 
bombed Borough in Great Britain. 

The Oxford & Bermondsey Club is 
a voluntary centre in Bermondsey. 
and its normal peace-time work is 
among the working and unemployed 
boys of this district. From the open- 
ing of the blitz, however, the club 
has been devoting all it? energies as 
a Rest and Feeding Centre to help 
the neople of this district who have 
been bombed out of their homes. Al- 
readv we have looked after close on 
two thousand families, and have tried 
to make arrangements for re-hous- 
ing them Or evacuating them to safer 
!>-e-ts. My*elf and other Club leaders 
also spend a considerable time in the 
Shelters in the evenings we are in 
close touch with most of the families 
in this district. 

T can assure "ou that your pres- 
ents were tremendously appreciated, 
both by the families who received 
them, and by ourselves, who know 
where the need most greatly lies. 

I am enclosing a few copies of a re- 
port On our club's activities since th: 1 
o'l'^rt ik of the blitz, which you may 
lv. interested to read. I hope you will 
f, r <r ; '-" nw finishing by saying that, 
should von b.> abl ■ to interest anv 
friends in vour part of America in out 
r >eds in Bermondsey. and in the work 
of the Oxford and Bermondsey Club, 
we should be most grateful for as- 
sistance, either financially or in kind. 

If there is anv further information 
that VOU would like us to send, either 
about ourselves or about the whole 
conditions in Bermondsey. I should be 
very hanpy to do so. 

Thanking you once again for the 
hel • that you have already given.

Civic Improvement in Winchester 

The beauty of Winchester and of 
its civic improvements is due to the 
farsightedness of its citizens. On 
March 6, 1911 the town voted that a 
plan for civic improvement be made 
and appointed a committee of three 
citizens-. This committee engaged a 
competent landscape architect to pre- 
sent a plan and recommendation to 
the town. Mr. Herbert J. Kellaway 
was engaged to draw up a plan. This 
he did and submitted it with his sug- 
gestions, dated May 25, 1911, as a 
"Report Upon Mystic Valley Im- 
provements." This plan called for an 
expenditure of $174,000 to be spent 
on the improvements in Winchester. 

Many of the main features of this 
plan were carried out. Lands, water 
rights and ponds were acquired by 
the town, especially in the center of 
the town. An old mill and mill race 
were purchased, two new bridges 
were built and a circular-stepped 
dam with a new waterway between 
was constructed. A boat club and 
canoe house were relocated and areas 
along the waterways were cleaned 
and many improvements resulted. 

In l!>-27 the need for improvement 
again came to the attention of the 
citizens because of the continued pol- 
lution of the Aberjona River, flowing 
through the town, and l>ecause of a 
bad mosquito problem. 

At a town meeting on March 14, 
1927, the "Waterways Committee" of 
five members was appointed to re- 
place a committee called the Aber- 
jona Pollution Committee. This Wat- 
erways Committee was to "investi- 
gate and consider all matters relat- 
ing to the waters and waterways 
within the town, but not including 
its reservoirs," and "at or before the 
next annual town meeting to submit 
a printed report with recommenda- 
tion?." 

Mr. Kellaway was asked to make 
this second report and presented, on 
.Ian. HI. 192S, a very comprehensive 
report, calling for an expenditure of 
$198,000. This report described the 
existing conditions in detail, giving 
many photographs of conditions, and 
made the recommendations needed 
for improvements. 

This report was presented to the 
Town Meeting on March (">. 1928 In- 
die Waterways Committee. At that 
meeting the report was referred to 
a new and larger committee of 12 
members to be called the "Water- 
ways Improvement Committee." 

A special Town Meeting was held 
on June 14. 1928. Several articles 
were submitted by the Waterways 
Improvement Committee, to acquire 
Horn Pond Brook, to dredge the mill 
pond, and to acquire land along the 
waterways and around Wedge Pond. 
It was voted to acquire Horn Pond 
Brook. The committee obtained op- 
tion.- on land about Wedge Pond be- 
fore the next Town Meeting in 1929. 

The committee felt that the first 
step for the town to take was to ac- 
quire ownership of the streams and 
strips of land along either bank of 
sufficient width to prevent further 
pollution. 

The Waterways Committee realized 
that the Kellaway report was a "com- 
prehensive plan for town improve- 
ment by relocation of streams and 
ponds, and by parks and ways." "Pos- 
sibly the town may ultimately adopt 
some such plan." "Whether or not 
it is adopted, it had been and is of 
real and constant value." These quo 
tations are from Town Reports. 

The committee believed "that by 
expenditure of comparatively modest 
sums each year for a very few years 
all of the streams in Winchester, 
which now offend tin- senses and men- 
ace the health of its citizens can and 
should be controlled, purified, and 
thereby restored to something of their 
original attractiveness." 

It was the intention of the Water- 
ways Committee to advise an annual 
expenditure of $5,000 to $10,000 for 
the purpose of waterways improve- 
ment. 

Then, came the depression and the 
neid to lessen employment. Private 
uinds were subscribed, town money 
was voted, WPA funds and other 
Federal grants were available, so 
that by the year 19:15. $400,000 had 
been ^pent and the civic improve- 
ments recommended by Mr. Kella- 
way years before were an accom- 
plished fact. 

All of this came about because a 
plan had been made, there was no de- 
lay, definite improvements were wait- 
ing to be done towards which the 
money could be expended. 

The Aberjona River that flows for 
several miles through the middle of 
the town was confined in definite 
channels and its banks were made at- 
tractive. Through the work of the 
State Board of Health, the water that 
entered in the Aberjona from other 
towns was cleaned of sewerage and 
tannery refuse. 

Largo mosquito breeding areas 
were either filled in or changed to 
attractive ponds. 

Two bathing beaches were made by 
moving gravel from -one part of the 
town to another. One beach was on a 
|v>nd of water of gmwi oualitv the 
other beach was on the Aberjona, 
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When it was proved that the river 
was not yet as clean as desired for 
bathing, artesian wills were driven 
to furnish water for a bathing pool 
for that beach. Bath houses were 
provided at the beaches, and wading 
pools and diving rafts. 

The conditions about Horn Pond 
Brook and Wedge Pond that drained 
into the Aberjona were improved and 
two outlets were combined in one 
under one bridge below the railroad 
track. 

Little parks were graded along the 
banks of the new waterways. A foot- 
ball field was graded baseball fields 
were leveled off, tennis courts were 
added to the several courts already 
existing in the town. 

All the waterway improvements 
that Mr. Kellaway had suggested 
were carried out. 

The land takings were done under 
the, Waterways Improvment Commit- 
tee. The work on the grounds was 
done under various town commit- 
tees, as the Park Board, the Unem- 
ployment Committee, the Water and 
Sewer Board, The Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission did the work on the 
lower Aberjona and in the Mystic 
Lakes. 

The State Board of Health cooper- 
ated to improve the quality of the 
water coming from adjoining towns. 

General private subscriptions from 
citizens of Winchester to an unem- 
ployment fund helped materially in 
the early days of the depression. In 
19:11 Mr. Lewis Parkhurst acquired 
land on both sides of the Aberjona 
and "created ponds of several acres, 
( leaned and graded the shores and. by 
In-; personal initiative and 
achieved a permanent 
of major importance." 

Again quoting from the Town Re- 
ports— "progress in improving tho 
waterways of Winchester has been 
little short of phenomenal" ami "has 
been such as to set a permanent mile- 
stone in our civic development."

From the opening of the garden- 
ing season until cold wea-ther checks 
out warm di:ys, there is always 
more or less transplanting to do. 
It is an all season task whe 1 her it 
is annuals in spring, perennials in 
late season, or dividing and trans- 
planting perennials. Careful trans- 
planting into the garden row or 
border starts the plants on their 
way with little check. Poor trans- 
planting will kill many of those 
moved. 

Dig a large enough hole to spread 
out the routs, firm the soil carefully 
about the roots, soak the transplant- 
ed plants into place, and shade new- 
ly transplanted plants from hot sun 
for a few days. These s.re elemental 
points in successful transplanting. 
Another factor is that of trimming 
the tops to balance the root sys- 
tem which is bound to be somewhat 
disturbed and shortened in moving. 
This is done by trimming off half 
the leaves. 

Mix a level tablespoonful of bal- 
anced plant food thoroughly with 
the soil in which the seedling is to 
be planted. 

For making holes to receive seed- 
lings from seed rows or boxes, a 
dibber is tat handiest tool. This is 
merely a steel or cast-iron rather 
blunt pointed instrument which you 
stab into the soil, give a twist, and 



the hole is ready for the plant. It 
is much faster than digging each 
hole with a trowel. The dibber will 
also be very useful for bulb plant- 
ing in the fall. You need one in 
yuur garden tool kit. 

Observe distances carefully in 
transplanting. The little seedlings 
may look lost and lonely when put 
a foot apart, as in the case of zin- 
nias, but remember the S;ze they 
will attain if given a chance to do 
their best. It will pay and you will 
get more from your plants than if 
vou crowd them so no plant can 
reach its best development. 

Select a cloudy day if possible 
and also preferably a cool one to 
avoid the wilting of the plants. 
Pour a little water in the hole be- 
fore you set the plant and then soak 
it in "afterwards. The object is to 
get the earth in as close and per- 
fect contact with the roots of the 
plant as possible so that the roots 
will at once begin the work of sup- 
porting the plant and starting it 
into renewed growth. 

After transplanting, recovery is 
quickest :f the plant is shaded from 
the hot sun for a day or so. Paper 
tents are easily made from newspa- 
per, anchored with a few clods. 
Strawberry boxes may be saved for 
the purpose, as they are easily 
handled.

A few drops of ammonia In water 
will aid in keeping car windows 
sparkling. Tires may be kept clean 
by using ordinary water and a 
sponge, except to remove road oil 
and tar, in which case a mechanic's 
soap, containing a mild abrasive, 
will do the trick. Or a cloth damp- 
ened with kerosene will take off tar 
and oil. If you use kerosene, though, 
be sure to wash all traces of it off 
the rubber. 

A good whisk broom will clean 
upholstery and carpets and a damp 
cloth will take oft mud spots.

Apropos of aiding British War Re- 
lief, proceeds from the concert will 
go toward the purchase of equipment 
for a patrol or hospital boat, so many 
of which are now so necessary t.i 
Great Britain. 

These hospital boats are capable of 
doing 'VI knots, carry two doctors and 
three nurses as well a s a thermal 
unit and first aid equipment. They 
formerly wen- cruisers owned by 
wealthy Britons who have given them 
to the Government for use in the war. 
The British Government in turn has 
passed along the task and expense of 
equipping the boats to the British 
War Relief Society who is attacking 
the problem with all its usual vigor. 

In commission these patrol or hos- 
pital boats cruise about picking up 
and ministering to victims of Na.'.i 
operations on the sea. 

With the privilege of aiding so 
worthy a cause and the opportunity 
in so doing of enjoying what prom- 
ises to be an excellent concert, there 
is no reason to expect anything but 
H large and representative audience 
at the high school on May 2.

On the eastern side of Carrasco are 
three more clusters of well over a 
dozen beaches in all, culminating in 
ultra-fashionable Punta del Este, the 
designated point where the River 
Plate meets the open Atlantic, and 
where the sea winds blow harder and 
the waves roll higher. For most sun- 
and surf-seekers from Montevideo, 
Punta del Este, some 70 miles to the 
east, is the farthest vacation out- 
post. 

Carra&CO and Punta del Este, with 
one or two other resorts, are rival 
I queens along this "Riviera" coast of 
I Uruguay, dedicated to the leisure- 
time pleasures of golfing, fwimmin" 
yachting, dancing, and polo. 

Dotting this coastal playgound are 
B number of modernistic-ally designed 
hotels, whose sweeping curves and 
sharp right angles recall the outlines 
of the New Fork World's Fair of 
1939-40.

In 1!H4 Federal expenditures 
amounted to |7.1'( pel capita; m 1940 
it was $71.60 per capita and mount- 
ing daily. 

In li'U, no personal income tax 
had come into effect; in this year, 
li>41. we shall be fortunate if we get 
away with an average of one-third 
of our income being taxed away. 

On H'14, the United States held 
about $2,000,000,000 in gold or about 
30 per cent of the world's monetary 
supply; today, a.- we hold upward of 
|2O,0W,000,0O0 of gold equalling per- 
haps SO per cent of the world's gold 
reserve. 1'his means that because we 
have cornered the world's supply of 
the basic medium of international 
exchange, few nations can exchange 
goods and services except by the 
primitive method of barter. 

In 1014 all Governmental bodies — 
Federal, State and local were spend- 
ing about $3,000,000,000 a year; to- 
day they are spending upward of 
$18,746,000,000 a year. It is prob- 
able that for 1942, the Federal ex- 
penditures will exceed this total.

To the Editor of the Star: 

There are some facts connected 
with the movie situation in Winches- 
ter that need to be brought out at 
this time. 

When the movie license was first 
granted Mr. I/oew, he asserted that he 
was not interested in opening the 
theatre on Sunday except in the even- 
ing. Mr. Carter confirmed this. I 
have it on good authority that had 
Mr. I.oew applied at that time for a 
Sunday afternoon license also, no li- 
cense of any kind would have been 
granted him. The town was also 
promised only the best in movies. Any- 
one who saw the salacious opening 
performance must have had his con- 
fidence rudely shaken; and since that 
time we have had simply the run of 
the mill movies, no better and no 
worse than those in surrounding 
towns. 

So Mr. Loew's two original promises 
have been ignored by him. That is 
worth considering. 

The plea made by the local man- 
agement before the Board of Select- 
men last year was on the basis that 
the theatre was losing money, and 
that many out-of-town people wanted 
to come to Winchester for movies on 
Sunday afternoon. If a license were 
granted, this might help pull the thea- 
tre out of the hole. Evidently the Se- 
1 ctmen were not in favor of having 
Winchester made the goat in this sit- 
uation, and the license was denied. 
This year the plea of the local man- 
agement again was that the theatre 
was losing money, hut added to th.it 
was a poll taken at the theatre re- 
sulting in a vote of 600 to 1"> in favor 1 
of Sunday afternoon movies. Tl.is 
poll was of no more value as an in- 
dication of the sentiment of the citi- 
zens on Sunday afternoon movios 
than a like poll to the contrary which 
might be taken in any of the local 
churches. 

As a matter of fact, there has been 
a persistent effort on the part of the 
local management to get the children 
to attend the theatre in larger num- 
bers. 

One is, therefore, led to suspect 
that there was more to the applica- 
tion for a Sunday afternoon license 
than met the eye. It was evidently 
an effort to catch the children on one 
of their free afternoons. 

My opposition to movies in Win- 
chester has always been on account 
of the children. 1 still think I am j 
right in that opposition, as the foi- 
lowing facts will show. Out of 220 I 
films presented in the local theatre, 
14o were chosen at random. Of these I 
146 tilms the National Film Estimate j 
Service, noted for its independence 
of judgment, labelled !>■"> as being in- | 
fit for children to see. and .">0 as be- 
ing unfit for youth to see. This does 
not mean that these films were no- I 
cessarily bad. They may or may not 1 
have been. That is not the question. , 
It simply wasn't wise for children 
and youth to see them. 

List Sunday afternoon there were 
about 225 children present as against 
about 20 adults. (Where were the | 
602 who voted for Sunday afternoon 
movies?) Neither of the films shown 
last Sunday, according to the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. Were lit for 
children or youth to see. 

The situation simply boils down to 
this: the children of this town are 
being exploited to subsidize the bus- 
iness of a man who neither by race 
nor religion can have any possible in- 
1 terest in Christian standards, of Sab- 
bath observance. 

I should also like to call attention 
I to the fact that the citizens of Win- 
have never had an opportuni- 
ote on whether they wanted 
movies or not.

BROADCAST 



To the Editor of the Star: 

A brother of mine in London, who 
was afraid that air raids and other 
war alarms would prevent my moth- 
er in Bristol from hearing the Win- 
chester to Winchester broadcast, de- 
cided that he would put down on pa- 
per as complete an account of it ->s 
was possible. My mother has sent the 
letter on to me. It makes such good 
reading that I thought perhaps some 
of your readers might be interested 
in all, or part of it. My daughter 
was one of the children who partici- 
pated in the broadcast. 

"Harold told me this mornin" that 
on Station WRUL from Boston at 
8:45 p. m. our time Lulu would 
broadcast greetings with other child- 
ren to their folks over here. He and 
I tried to find out the wavelength 
from some radio periodical on the 
news stand, but failed to find it. I 
asked Mr. Huffner to try to listen to 
it on his set and to get his daughter 
Beryl to take down the message in 
shorthand. 

A little before 4 o'clock I tried to 
ring- through to the BBC to ask them. 
The 'phone was dead. I tried another 
number and got through all right. I 
rang up the operator; no reply. I 
tried the BBC again; still no reply. 
It was now five past 4 and my bus 
doesn't wait for stragglers after 4.30. 
Mr. Ashworth was in the office, so 
he tried while I got my things to- 
gether. I went to see what luck he'd 
had. None. Oh well, I said I'd hurry 
along and see if a friend of mine 
could find out in Lloyd's. 

"Half a sec, I'm through," said 
Ashworth. 

He was calling again as I spoke, 
"yes please -Enquiries ? I want the 
wavelength ..." 

"So"-*-" sir, we don't take enquiries 
on the 'phone." 

"Oh, this is rather important. 
Can't you . . ." 

"No sir, but I'll put -ou through 
to Mr. — , or is it Mr. — 's depart- 
ment?" 

She arguwl this matter out with 
somebody at her end while the clock 
at ours ticked on. 

Finally we were put on to Mr. — , 
and Mr. Ashworth in honeyed tones 
ex-plained the whole thing to him. 

"Yes, I see. Oh, well, I think we 
can make an exception in this case. 
Station WRUL? Let me see— just a 
moment— I'll ask— ah! here it is. 
Short wave hand 25.45 metres." 

I rushed out to tell Huffner. He'd 
gore. 

I asked Ashworth to rir him «i 
at home and dashed through the 
ruins of Newgate street and Cheap- 
nide for my bus. I was* last in and 
very puffed with running all the way. 

The man I had hoped would let me 
listen in on his set was not at home

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tonight. My own set was too weak. 
What was I to do? Then I remem- 
bered that Beryl Durtnell's family 
had a television-radiogram. I did my 
two hour spell of stewardship at the 
YMCA and got back home in my 
steel hat just after the syrens had 
wailed. 

I rang her up. She wa.s thrilled. 
It was now 8:30 so again I ran. Snow 
was falling very gently. I got there 
just in time. 

German voices, Italian voices, 
French voices. Lord Haw-Haw's cant- 
ing, cynical tones. But no American. 
Beryl had no luck. She went out to 
prenare coffee. I fiddled impatiently 
with the dials of a machine I'd never 
handled before while the family made 
T'ss, T'ss-, T'ss noises of sympathy 
behind me. 

At 8:47 an American voice broke in 
to announce Somebody's "rendering" 
of some hot number. This must be 
Boston. We all compared watches. 
All differed. We listened to this uro- 
gram, hoping against hope, until at 
live to 9 Pa put his watch very ob- 
viously <>n the table before him to 
indicate that he had no intention of 
missing Bruce Belfrage reading the 
9 o'clock news of the raid on Bre- 
men, the latest from Bardia and Al- 
bania, and the dynamiting of city 
streets in London. 

(Some went off in Newgate street 
this afternoon, but Harold will tell 
you all about that.) 

So I switched over to the familiar 
piano notes BBC, BBC, BBC —then 
the news, then Sir Andrew Kirk's 
war commentary. By this time I had 
decided that if the day was correct 
then Cedric had made the mis-take of 
forgetting that our time today is 
still Summer time. I would try again 
at 9:45 (or 8:45 C..M.T.) The hands 
slipped around as we chatted of this 
and that. 

At 9:40 I switched on to Boston 
again, Pa or no Pa, and heard a very 
interesting American news commen- 
tary on the neutrality of Eire and 
the prospects of turning idle Ameri- 
can shipping over to the Pacific to 
relieve British operated routes-, so 
that British ships could be transfer- 
red to the Atlantic where they are 
so badly needed. 

He stopped, and the announcer told 
us we were listening to the Christian 
Science Monitor programme from 
Boston, Massachusetts-, Station 
WRTJW (not L, as Harold had told 
me). Then he told us of the pro- 
gramme to come. We were to hear 
Winchester, USA, calling to Winches- 
ter, Britain, a proeramme sponsored 
by some American Committee to Aid 
the Allies, whose name I did not 
catch. 

I do not write shorthand, but I 
made some notes and will give you 
what I can remember of the pro- 
gramme. It came over as clear as a 
bell. More clearly than we had heard 
the news. ' The children spoke well 
and we could hear every word they 
said. 

First one or two men spoke of re- 
cent visits to Winchester and saluted 
Winchester and Britain's "will to 
win." "This is Winchester, U. S. A., 
calling to Winchester, Britain," they 
said, and they told how much they 
loved Britain's Cathedral of Win- 
chester. They spoke glowingly of 
visits there, of the streets, of Jane 



Austen, and of the place where Izaak 
Walton lies buried. 

Mr. Cameron spoke of American 
help for the Allies. Mr. Wilkins 
mentioned that they were having "a 
quiet afternoon" over there. He 
thanked people who had sent greet- 
ings from Britain. Then he praised 
our courage and expressed confidence 
in our vcitory. 

Finally Mr. Cusack announced that 
we would now heai personal greet- 
ings from relatives of those left be- 
hind in Britain. First, the wife of 
an army officer sent her love to her 
husband. Then a Rotarian message 
was sent to a Rotarian over here 
making him an honorary member of 
Winchester's Rotary Club. 

Fergus Cameron of Leicester and 
his brother Ewan then greeted their 
father and mother and grandmother 
over here. They, and the children 
who followed, spoke of the grand 
time they were having, of the new 
games they were learning, of skating 
lessons, of their classes at school. 
Most mentioned their grandmothers 
and one wished "the puddle that sep- 
arates us was not so wide." (I ques- 
tion whether that sentiment is shared 
by most Americans, just now!) 

Then Ann Freeborn, of Manches- 
ter, aged 9, spoke. There followed 
her, in this order, Shelagh Patton, 
Ewan Phillips of South Wales, April 
and Martin Davies of Welling, Ann 
and Gillian Dubuis of Guildford. 

"And now, here is a little girl who 
does not live in England, but she has 
a grandmother there and she wants 
to give her a message. She is Eliz- 
abeth Louise Seager but she is usu- 
ally called Lulu and she will speak 
to her grandmother in Bath and to 
other members of her family. I 
think she has some relatives in 
Egypt. So here in Elizabeth Seager 
go ahead Lulu!" 

And Lulu said: "This is Elizabe'h 
Seager. Hullo, gang-gang. I want 
to send you and Uncle Tennant, Aunt 
Winsome, John and Ann my love ami 
to all the rest too. We've got the 
picture of Uncle Harold in his uni- 
form and he looks fine. Please give 
him a special kiss for me. Our gar- 
den needs him badly; tell him to hur- 
ry back and see to it as soon as he 
has won the war. Walter is a fine 
boy and is growing up and speaks a 
lot too now. Goodbye, gang, gang 
dear." 

Then Fergus Cameron played an 
accompaniment on the concertina 
while Shelagh Patton sang very 
sweetly and prettily "There'll Al- 
ways Be An England," with all the 
children joining in the chorus. Fi- 
nally, the children gave a united and 
special greeting to everybody over 
here. "A happy New Year to you 
all. And thumbs up!" 

It was all very thrilling and came 
through as if they were in the room 
with us. The others were just as 
thrilled with it all as I was. 

It is striking midnight and the all 
clear sirens are going. All's well 
The perfect ending to a great mes- 
sage from the U. S. A."

Curled garden cress thrives with 
ordinary garden culture and im- 
parts a pungent flavor to the bowl 
salad. Watercress is highly prized 
and easily grown where there is a 
good supply of fresh water to keep 
it constantly moist. 

Chervil is an aromatic plant 
somewhat resembling parsley but 
superior in flavor; and can be used 
both in the bowl salad and as a 
garnishment for meats. Like pars- 
ley, the seed is slow to germinate. 
Sow it with a few radish seeds to 
mark the row. 

Chives is a most useful salad veg- 
etable. It is a cousin of the onion 
of which the leaves are used. They 
have a delicate onion flavor, just 
enough to season the salad. Chives 
grow from seed easily, and a plant 
lives many years. It bears an at- 
tractive lavender flower and is oft- 
en used as a border along the gar- 



from sowing. Romaine is fully ma- 
ture in sixty days, and stands the 
hot weather somewhat better than 
the leaf type. 

Endive is next in importance. It 
comes in two types, bread and curly 



At least two sowings should al- 
ways be made of these leaf vege- 
tables, one in the spring and one in 
midsummer for the fall crop: and 
as many as four sowings may be 
made with good results

The James J. Fitzgerald Contract- 
ing Company of this town last week 
broke ground on the Eangley estate 
opposite the Country (Tub at the 
Winchester-Arlington line for the 
erection of five houses which are to 
be occupied by members of the facul- 
ty at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, the whole to form an 
unique little colony not often found 
outside a strictly college community. 

Four of the professors are coming 
to Winchester from Belmont. They 
are Prof. Albert Doitz of the Depart- 
ment of Building Construction at 
Technology, Prof. Ronald H. Robneu 
of the Department of Business and 
Engineering Administration, Prof.

Arriving in Merida, th»- found a 
city with architecture of Spanish or- 
igin, with graceful arches, doorway*, 
gates and patios gorgeous with tro- 
pical plants, flowering cacti, anil leaf- 
less trees, aglow with vari colored 
orchids. The films showed a variety 
of gaily-colored birds, lizards, etc., 
and a neople, cleanly and friendly. 

Space does not permit a detailed 
description of the Ruins. Appropri- 
ate music marked some films. 

But now, on to the jungle, into an- 
other civilization far removed from 
ours in time and seemingly in space. 
Chicken [tza, "Mother of the Weils 
of the Tribes of Itza" is of the lime- 
stone age. how many thousand years 
of age no one knows. But TOO years 
ago, before Columbus discovered 
America this primitive culture fell 
into decay.

El Cas- 
tillon. so named by the Spaniards, .t 
pyramid, loo feet high with four ap- 
proaches of HI stops: the Temple of 
the Warriors, with 1000 columns. T 1 :" 
games Area accommodating thou- 
sands and having, believe it or not. 
a sounding board. The winner re- 
ceived great stakes sometimes includ- 
ing tile clothes of the spectators. 
Many Ruins point to the Religion <>f 
the Mayas. Their worship of the j.i- 
guar nrotector of crops, the feather- 
headed serpent found everywhere 
carvel in stone, ami the Rain-god. 
Through ")2 years the incense his 
burned on his recumbent body to pla- 
cate wind, water, tire and quake. 

Archeologica) Excavation by the 
Carnegie Institute, of 60 skeletons 
and much treasure points to the sac- 
rifice of young women to this Cod.

We do not produce pictures, and 
films that play at the Winchester 
Theatre nlay all over the country. 
Moreover, we have a special man who 
does nothing but select pictures for 
this town. 

We are definitely aware of our re- 
sponsibility to please the citizens of 
Winchester, and although we havj 
tried, we must say that the citizens 
have not responded as we expected 
them to. Further, we are not to blame 
when most of the producers give pro- 
tection to Woburn, Arlington, and 
other cities to play pictures ahead of 
Winchester. This was done before 
the Winchester Theatre was built, but 
we are now taking steps to have the 
situation altered by means of court 
action against the producers, as weil 
as the surrounding theatres who con- 
spire to have the pictures shown at 
Winchester after they have been 
shown in other towns. 

I would like to call Mr. Chidley's 
attention to the fact that we are in 
full co-operation with the League of 
Decency, and do not, under any cir- 
cumstances, play pictures which have 
not been approved by the Stat.' Board 
of Censors. I do not believe it is fail- 
to us, as well as to those who wish 
to see movies on Sunday afternoon, 
to have to be compelled to go to eith- 
er Woburn. Medford, Stoneham, Ar- 
lington or Maiden to visit the mov- 
ies. This is a proven fact, since o-i 
the first Sunday more than 22.") pa- 
rents sent their children to the mov- 
ies, and 1 Mm sure that Mr. Chidley 
will find that an even greater amount 
are willing to send their children t" 
a Sunday afternoon performance. 
Please bear in mind that we are nol 
forcing them to patronize the thea- 
tre, and any parent who does not wish 
his child to go to a Sunday show, 
can keep them home. Towns, cities 
and states who were not allowing a 
performance on Sunday afternoon, 
have fallen in line today and permit 
the running of shows for the pleas- 
Ore of their citizens. 

I cannot see how a child can be 
spoiled by attending the perform- 
ance of a motion picture on Sunday 

afternoon, which picture has been 
passed by the State Board of Cen- 
sors, especially in view of the fad 
that the very same pictures which 
are shown there are shown in every 
theatre before and aTter they havj 
appeared at the Winchester.

About f>0 members of the Winches 
ter Art Association and their guests | 
attended last Sunday's tea and pre- j 
view of the exhibition of pictures by 
the Boston Society of Water Color i 
Painters at the art gallery of the pub- i 
lie library.

Mary Hutthins of the Boston Mu- 
seum gave the usual gallery talk, 
proving as interesting and informa- 
tive as at her previous appearance in 
Winchester. 

The Boston Society's exhibit is al- 
ways anticipated as one of the best 
of the season and this year's show is 
no exception. Numerically it is rath- 
er larger than most seen here and 
Mr. Kason faced a difficult assign- 
ment in hanging the 3« or so pictures 
to have them appear to best advan- 
tage. 

From the standpoint of varying 
technique the exhibition is excellent, 
widely divergent styles of approach 
being everywhere apparent. 

First of all are the typical wat sr 
colors like Sears Gallagher's "Fish- 
ing Boats" and W. Harry Smith's 
"N w England Autumn," the latter 
very colorful with its bright hued fo- 
liage mirrored in a windings stream. 

Harry Spiers "Poppersquash, Bris- 
tol, K. I." might easily be an oil, but 
is a study that grows upon one with 
its d.'ep green foliage, bulky clouds 
and bits of blue sky showing at eith- 
er side of gray black water in the 
foreground. . 

Winter Afternoon by Charles Cope- 
land resembles a pastel in the delica- 
cy of its treatment, the tracery ol 
trees and shrubs clinging to rolling 
opalescent slopes under a blue grsen 
skv combining in a study of much 
charm. 

Examples of the realistic conven- 
tional type of study, condemned by 
some as "photographic," are two beau- 
tifully painted landscapes by William 
J. Kaula. "Cheshire Hills" and "Octo- 
ber Afternoon." Both show the deft 
touch of the master draftsman an 1 
the artist who believes that nature's 
form and colors need no improving. 

Much more broadly painted and :v- 
(ieeting an entirely different color 
philosophy are among others; Ma:-- 
jorie Very's "Tobacco Country" and 
"Deserted House on the Dunes," 
"Wolfe's Cove" bv W. Lester Stevens 
and Philip Little's "Trout Stream." 

Tucked away in a corner is "Cloud- 
burst" by F. Whitaker, as interesting 
a little picture as there is in the show 
and an excellent example of how much 
can be suggested with a few skillful 
strokes. The same artist's "Rock fo 
the Road Builders" has the broad 
treatment that would seem to fit this 
tynically masculine scene. 

There are two beautiful flower stu- 
dies by Polly N'jrdell, "Heavenly 
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gray water-front buildings, with an 
overturned dory in the foreground. 

".January Thaw" by Lovering Hath* 
away is very delicately painted in 
whites and gray-blues with touches; 
of brown. The haze on the highland 
in the background is finely done. John 
Lavalle's "Cray Stillness" shows a 
broad shimmering expanse of water 
glimpsed through a frame work of 
pitch pine branches, a quiet study that 
is full of appeal. In sharp contrast 
is "Breaking Sea. Ogunquit" by 
Charles H. Woodbury, with its surge 
and rush of lone green rollers dash- 
ing their foaming spume high on low 
lying rough brown ledges, 

There is a strongly impressionis- 
tic touch in Nellie Littlehale Murphy's 
"Night." with its white antelope 
crouched beside .1 high rock surmount- 
ed by a twisted bare-branched tree un- 
der a pale moon at the full. The same 
artist's "The Princess Goes Visiting" 
has an Arabian Nights motif with its 
elephant and exotic oriental scenery. 

"Old Spruce" by Sears Gallagher 
is a striking study, full of warm sun- 
light and the haze over water, while 
Harry Sutton's "Snow Scene" shows 
well the effect the lavish use of blue 
can obtain in a study of this kind. 

Philip L. Martin shows two excel- 
lent small studies, "The Moose" and 
"The Ox-Cart," the latter seeming 
! almost like a colored wood-cut, so 
j sharp is the detail. 
I Other interesting studies are "Son- 
hegan River" by Charles Richer:. 
"The Old Hulks" and "Mrs. Cush- 
, man's Living Room" by Carroll Bill, 
I both differing greatly from exam- 
ples of his work previously shown 
here; "The Shower" by Glenn Mc- 
' Nutt, portraying a wind-swept rain- 
drenched city street corner; and 
i "Dancing and Singing Trio" by 
: Vladimir Paulosky. a study in the 
tnodern manner by an artist, for whom 
! a bright future is predicted. 

The show will remain at the gal- 
lery until May 25, and is open to the 
public.

Mr. Wilson told us of a European 
trio which he undertook some five 
years since. He was much imnressed 
by the fact that when traveling in 
those countries which had adopted 
the so-called totalitarian form of 
government, he was conscious of a 
distinct sense of repression and re- 
striction which the feeling that every 
act which he might contemplate was 
subject to the sternest regulation bv 
an all-powerful authority. Natural- 
ly the return to America was the oc- 
casion of an indescribable and ex- 
tremely welcome relief. This, wc be- 
lieve, has in c.'neral been the expedi- 
ence of Americans who have toured 
Europe in recent years. It was a 
delight to listen to this able address 
bv a f 'How townsman.

WINTON CUBS 30 YEARS 



It was on the 19th of May. 1911. 
that 17 girls met in response to a 
call from Rebecca Ferna'.d at the Vis- 
iting Nurse room to form a group 
whose object was to supnly the new 
hospital with linen. A constitution 
was adopted in June and during the 
first year the group furnished the hos- 
pital with 40 dozen pieces. 

During these 30 years' there has 
never been any cessation of effort to 
keep th<- hospital supplied with linen. 
The Winton Club has been resnonsi- 
ble for gifts of linen, money and 
equipment which total nearly 134,000. 

The 30th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Winton Club was observed 
last Monday at the luncheon and an- 
nual meeting held at the Winchester 
Country Club. Mrs. Hollister Olm- 
sfed was in charge of the luncheon 
arrangements and the long tables, set 
in the main hall, were attractively 
decorated with spring flowers aim 
large silver cut-outs of the figure 30. 
Each member received a gardenia 
corsage. 

Mrs. Vincent Farnsworth, Jr., who 
was elected to serve as president for 
a seoond year, presided. Annual re- 
ports of the various members of the 
board showed that a great deal had 
been accomplished during the past 
year. Mrs. Alfred White, retiring 
chairman of the Work Committee, 
reported that 1651 pieces had been 
made, and estimated that her grouts 
had covered 13,452 feet on the sew- 
ing machine, or approximately three 
miles!

the rear of his billiard parlor at f?6

This hearing marks the resumption 
of a matter that has already aroused 
considerable discussion in Winches- 
ter. Mr. Marches!, after several un- 
successful attempts, was granted a 
license for bowling alleys at 86 Swan- 
ton street by the Board of Selectmen 
I two years ago. 

' At that time a group of property 
| holders in the immediate neighbor- 
| hood of the alleys attempted to block 
j the issuing of a permit to erect the 

building to house them, and their 
• protest was upheld by the Board of 
' Appeal on the ground that the oper- 
j ation of the alleys would be detri- 
I mental to property values in the dis- 
[ trict and thus contrary to a town 
I zoning by-law. 

Mr. Marchesi took the matter to 
I court and secured the necessary build- 
; ing permit, the court ruling that the 
i local zoning by-law exceeded its en- 
j aiding State statute in attempting to 

fix financial levels. The permit was 

issued. 

1 In the meantime the permit to 
I operate the alleys had expired, and 
j the Board of Selectmen, during July 

of 1940, because of protests from 
! residents in the district, refused to 

issue one. 

i Again Mr. Marchesi took the mat- 
; ter to court and this time was not so 
i fortunate, the court ruling finally for 
j the Selectmen. 

In its discussions with the appli- 
! cant the Board intimated that it was 
1 the location and not the proposal to 
j operate howling alleys to which* us 
| members objected and as a eonse- 
| <|uence Mr. Marchesi once more ap- 
[ plied for a license at a location sub- 
stantially at White and Swanton 
j streets. This permit was voted by 
last year's Board on Dec. 2", wf 
thereabouts. 

The permit, however, was never 
■ claimed by Mr. Marchesi and has now 
I expired, it being necessary to make 
an entirely new application.

Five Winchester Rotarians attend- 
ed the District Conference at Swamn- 
scott on Friday, May 9, where they 
were privileged to enjoy one of the 
best Conference programs in recent 
years. Every speaker who addressed 
the sessions delivered an oration 
which more, much more, than repaid 
the time and travel which it cost to 
listen. 

Especially noteworthy from the 
standpoint of Rotary was the point 
made hy Judge Robert W. Hill of 
Salem who counselled that Rotary, 
since its international service has 
been seriously disrupted by the pres- 
ent war, should now put irreater em- 
phasis on its vocational service pro- 
gram, especially since the promotion 
of ethical standards in all worthy vo- 
cations was the first and basic social 
enterprise to he undertaken by the 
Rotary organization. 

Past President of Rotary Interna- 
tional, Donald A. Adams, who, by the 
way, was the principal speaker at the 
Charter Night banquet of the Rotary 
Cluli of Winchester in June, 1927, is 
widely recognized as one of Rotary's 
hYost effective orators. He certainlv 
lived up to his reputation in his ad- 
dress at the Conference. Our dele- 
gates were deeply impressed by his 
statement, m<N_* on the best of auth- 
ority, that in Germany last year more 
copies of the Bible were sold than 
copies of Hitler's "Mein Kampf" 
though religious activities are severe- 
ly repressed in Germany and "Mein 
Kampf" is required reading. Yes. it 
was a great Conference. 

On the continent of Europe Ro- 
tary has, for the most part, been ob- 
liged to suspend activities. Not so, 
however, in the British Isles. Clubs 
in that area have carried on under all 
but insuperable difficulties and now 
we learn that a new club has been 
onranr/rd in Go,«ferth, England, We 
extend our heartiest congratulations 
to these, tin-lit in.tr Britons. 

Toronto. Ontario. Canada has been 
designated as the Convention City of 
Rotary International in 1942. 

Donald B. Stanbro. member of the 
Rotary Club of Boston and manager 
of the Hotel Statler in that city ad- 
dressed our club at the current meet- 
ing. His topic was "Behind the 
scenes in a Metropolitan Hotel." Bert, 
as he is known to Rotarians. grave us 
a decidedly interestinjr account of the

The annual meeting of the Win- 
chester Auxiliary of the Massachu- 
setts Society for the Pravention of 
Cruelty to Animals was held Thurs- 
day at the home of Mrs. \V. E: Un- 
derwood, 24 Lawson road. 

Annua] reports of officers and com- 
mittee chairmen showed that the or- 
ganisation hits had a busy year. One 
hundred seventy-five cats and 70 dogs 
were cared for at the shelter at 132 
Washington street, while Mrs. Rich- 
ard Taylor, founder of the organiza- 
tion, answered calls ami sheltered 'it) 
cats and four dogs at her home. These 
were strays or unwanted animals. 
Many were placed in good homes 
while most of the strays were return- 
ed to their grateful owners. The sick 
or injured were taken to the Angell 
Memorial Hospital in Boston where 

they were treated. 

The Winchester Auxiliary has made 
donations of money to worthy causes, 
among them the Red Cross care of 
animals in bombed areas overseas, and 
the Massachusetts Societ" for the 
Prevention of Animals at Christmas 
time. 

Formal protest was made against 
the hill brought before the State Leg- 
islature to permit the setting up of 
horses' tails, a cruel practice that 
serves no useful purpose. The mem- 
bers work unceasingly against inhu- 
mane trapping of wild animals and 
against the sale of dogs and cats for 
vivesection. 

In March the Society suffered a 
tragic loss in the death of its presi- 
dent.

Mrs. John C. Gil- 
bert is treasurer of this fund with 
Miss Ida Winn in charge of collections 

The Society is most grateful to the 
Winchester Star for the many articles 
that have appeared on its pages an 1 
to the Police Department for its help 
and co-operation. 

The Winchester schools cannot 'oe 
too highly praised for their interest 
in humane education. The teachers 
directed and staged many delightful 
programs durin Humane Week and 
the children displayed great interest 
in the animals at the shelter. The 
Society is deeply appreciative of the 
co-operation of Mr. Quinn and the 
school board.

CIVILIAN DEFENSE COMMITTEE 
HELD IMPORTANT 
MEETING 



Winchester's civilian defense plan* 
took shape rapidly Wednesday night 
when about 100 members of Chair- 
man Harold Fuller's Civilian Defense 
Committee nut at the Public Library, 
Highlights of the meeting were the 
talks by wo local residents, both pro- 
minent in the state wide organization 
set up by the Governor under the 
Committee for Public Saftey. 

After a brief description by Chair- 
man Fuller of the progress of his lo- 
cal organization, George C Wiswell, 
public relations director for the state 
organization, discussed the need for 
stimulating public thinking with re- 
gard to measures for protecting lives 
and property in case of any type of 
disaster. "Public apathy here" he 
said, "is very much like tnat which 
existed in England only a few months 
before the civilian population was 
bombed and machine-gunned. Even 
with a strong army and navy to pro- 
tect us, we should plan ahead to han- 
dle the worst situation which can oc- 
cur, and then pray that we never have 
to use our plans." Mr. Wiswell con- 
cluded his talk by introducing Rob- 
ert A. Burns, another Winehesteritc 
who is serving as head of the radio 
division of Mr. Wis. veil's committee. 

Kingman I'. Cass, executive secre- 
tary of the state-wide Protection Di- 
vision headed by General Daniel 
Xeedham, former Commander of the 
20th Division, laid special emphasis 
in his talk on the need for protec- 
tion against the hazards of air at- 
tack. While N w England, its tne 
nation's great industrial producing 
area, will be given heavy protection 
by interceptor and pursuit plan 's 
based on Mitchell Field, Hartford, 
Bangor ami Chicopee, it i- also a chief 
target for attack, and its defenses 
must include plans for handling casu- 
alties and damage should they in- 
cur.

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WINCHESTER HOSPITAL REPORT MARCH 31, 1941 
Annual Report of the Executive Committee for Year 1940-41 

To Members of Corporation Winchester Hospital: 

Another yt-ar of successful operation of your hospital has been finished 
and we believe the results fully justify the wholehearted support that you 

taV€ At\he close of last year we reported that the hospital had given 19,096 
patient days of service during that year, a great increa.se over any previ- 
ous year and that our hospital had been filled to capacity on several occas- 
ion* This year the hospital has given 20.196 patient days of service, an 
increase over last year's record of T,\< ; . We feel that this record indicates 
to some degree the real need for the Winchester Hospital in our community. 

The new one-story extension at back of hospital has been completed, 
furnishing the much-needed storage facilities for our hospital supplies and 
food supplies for our kitchen, and also space for our new technical laboratory- 

The increase in our laboratory work caused by increased demand from 
members- of our staff for tests made absolutely necessary by the rapid 
changes in medical technique made it advisable for us to change the loca- 
tion of our laboratory and to install a large amount of additional equipment. 
The purchase of this equipment was made possible by the generous dona- 
tions made for the purpose by the En Ka Society, Mr. and Mrs. Ham- San- 
born. Mrs. Bowes, and Mr. Henry Reeves. 

The laboratory and x-ray department forces have been increased and 
We now have operators in these departments on duty at all hours. 

The results of these improvements are highly praised by the Staff. 

The generosity of the Winton Club. En Ka Society and Horse Show 
Committee in providing funds to enable us to keep our equipment in good 
condition and to furnish the always needed supplies, of the Winsor family 
who have continued their subscription to our free bed fund in memory of 
their father, Dr. Winsor, and of all the contributors to Winchester Com- 
munity Chest is greatly appreciated. 

The tryinK question of receiving: full recognition by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons as a Class A hospital we feel sure will be satisfactorily 
settled in the very near future. 

The revised By-Laws which were mentioned in last year's report are to 
be submitted to you at this meeting for your approval or rejection. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the fine cooperation given dur- 
ing the whole year by the employees of the hospital and by the entire Med.i- 
cal and Surgical Staff.

Annual Report of the Staff for Year 1940-41 

Mr. President and Members of the Corporation of Winchester Hospital: 

At the annual Hospital meeting it is customary for each department 
of the Hospital to give a report of its years work. We have heard the presi- 
dent's report, the secretary's report, the treasurer's report, etc. These re- 
ports are interesting and important, but the report of the Medical Staff is 
the most important. 

The Winchester Hospital has one supreme function, that is to treat the 
sick. Its only justification for existence is to pea-form that function as well 
as or better than it can be done anywhere else. 

The successful treatment of the sick requires a good building, good 
laboratories, an efficient personnel of nurses, technicians, dietician, etc. All 
these you have provided for us. We have an understanding president, a wise 
cooperative executive committee, an incomparable business manager. Without 
these our work could not be well done. However, the real work of the hospital, 
that is the treating of the sick successfully, is fundamentally the physicians' 
job. The success of the Hospital is measured not in the number of patients 
treated nor in dollars spent or dollars received but in illness cured and suf- 
fering alleviated. 

In order to find out how well we are performing our function we have, 
at our monthly meetings, reports on each case where a patient has died. 
The physician who treated such a patient gives a summary of the illness and 
thje treatment and the cause of death. At the end of his report he is ques- 
tioned by members of the Staff, and a general discussion of the case is car- 
ried on. In fact, the physician who loses a patient is on trial by a jury of 
his peers and must prove that he did everything that could be done to save 
that life. May I say here that almost never is he found guilty by this jury. 
In the first place, we have a very competent careful Staff in our Hospital. 
In the second place, every doctor on the Staff knows that he will be ques- 
tioned and will be criticised if he has not done all that could be done and if 
for no other reason he would be careful to have frequent consultations lest 
he be criticised. Also, at these meetings unusual oases in the hospital are 
discussed and suggestions as to treatment asked from the members present. 

At our annual meeting in March we have an audit of the years work. 
Certain members of the Staff make an exhaustive study of the different 
types of illness treated in the Hospital during the preceding year with an 
analysis of the results of treatment and in some cases a comparison With 
results of similar casjes in other hospitals and suggestions for improvement. 
I am proud to report to you that the results of our treatment in the Win- 
chester Hospital are very good indeed. We compare favorably with any 
hospital anywhere. 

At our meeting this year Dr. Aitken reported on the orthopedic cases. 
Most of this work was in fractures and check-up x-rays after reduction 
showed uniformly (rood results. 

Dr. Burgoyne reported on the anaesthesias. It is interesting that last year 
there were ten different types of anaesthesia given. There were no deaths 
from anaesthesia. 

Dr. Clark reported on the medical cases, 404 cases. This meant many hours 
going over records, and it is interesting that Dr. Clark in his report makes 
the comment that our record system is as good as could be found in any 
large hospital in Boston. A very pleasing fact of his report is that dealing with 
pneumonia. There were 54 cases of pneumonia with two deaths, one in a patient 
of 92 years with a fractured hip, and one in a patient of 84 years with arteri- 
osclerosis. Neither of these was the common lobar pneumonia. In other 
•words, no patient died of lobar pneumonia in 1940 in the Winchester Hos- 
pital, and still more remarkable no patient died of lobar pneumonia in 1939. 

Dr. Marks reported on surgery, 246 major and 508 minor operations with 
only five deaths. One of these deaths was caused by coronary heart disease 
and one by a cancer which had perforated the bowel, both cases where the 
death was not unexpected. 

Dr. Mose.s reported on obstetrics. The work of that department is in- 
creasing rapidly. In 1930 there were 228 deliveries. In 1940 there were 34ft. 
There was no death of a mother since 1938, in which year there was one. In 
1930 Caesarian section was done in 5.7'V of the deliveries and in 1940 1.15%, 
As the quality of the work of an obstetrical department is judged by mater- 
nal deaths and the number of Caesarian sections performed, we can be very 
proud of our obstetrics. We hope in our next report to have even less Caes- 
aoan sections. There are few hospitals whose record is as good as ours and 
none better. 

Or. McKenzie reported on pediatrics, 256 children treated in 1940 and no 
deaths. 

Dr. Rooney reported on the laboratory work which has improved im- 
mensely and Dr. Vance on the x-ray work. 

As a result of these reports which amount to an audit of the years work. 
I can say the existence of our Winchester Hospital is justified. We do tnVat 
the sick "as well as or better than they could be treated anywhere else.

Ernest L. Thornquist, a pianoforte 
I tuner in Winchester Tor the past 25 
years, died last Saturday. May 17, at ' 
nis home, 24 Shackford r\>ad. Read- ! 
ins:, following- an illness of several 
months. 

Mr. Thornquist was the son of Carl I 
Jacob, and Sophia (Nelson) Thorn- 
quist. He was born July 1SSS. on 
Spring Hill in Somerville, educated ! 
in the Somerville schools and while 
at high school was selected fr.mi a 
large number ot candidates to plav 
for the morning chapel services and 
for chorus singing under the late 
Henry Had ley. 

As a boy of eight years Mr. Thorn- 
quist entered the choir of St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church in Brookline where 
he was for several years soprano 
soloist. He sang there as a bov chor- 
ister until his voice changed, later 
returning as a tenor and assistant to 
the choirmaster, Sargent Morse. 
Upon the death of the latter his val- 
uable musical library wa left to Mr. 
Thornquist. 

For 11 years Mr. Thornquist was 
in the brokerage business with his 
brother's firm. Theodore Hastings & 
Co., of Boston, later being associated 
with the clearing house of the Ex- 
change. 

He continued his studv of mucic 
under Whitney. Loud. Marshall and 
Everett Truett and for a time before 
the World War, was organist at St. 
James Church in Teele Square. Som- 
erville, now the West Somerville j 
Congregational Church. He resigned 
to enter the United States Army and ] 
served overseas with Headquarters ' 
Troop of the 7'ith Division. 

P( Mowing hi: discharge he served 
as organist and choirmaster at the ' 
Methodist Episcopal Chinch on Cen- j 
tral street. Medford. at the Wohurn 
'cngregational Church and for 12 ' 
years at the Fr<e Christian Church.' 
Congregational, in Andover. For a 
time he played at the old First Bap- | 
tist Church in this town. During last | 
August he accented the position of | 
organist and choir director at the ' 
Dudley Street Baptist Church in 
Boston, remaining there until forced 
to resign because of poor health. He 
was a charter member of the Truett 
Organ Club and a member of the 
American Guild of Organists. 

Mi. Th( rnquist had made his home 
in Reading for the past 20 years, but 
was much in Winchester and had 
many friends here, his simple genu- 
ine manner and friendly smile win- 
ning him the esteem of those with 
whom he came in contact. He lo;»*es 
hi wife, the former Edith Maxwell, 
and three brothers. Carl J. of New- 
ton, J( hn A. of West Medford, and 
Augustus A. Thornquist of Salem. 

Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the Church of 
the G< od Shepherd in Reading with 
Rev. C. s. Harbinson officiating. In- 
terment was in Laurel Hill Ceme- 
tery Reading.

AIR MAIL POSTAGE STAMPS

Postmaster Genera] Frank £ 
Walker announced this week that the 
Post Office Department will issue a 
new series of air mail postage stamps 
with the first stamp of the new se- 
ries to be placed on sale for the first 
time on June 25, 1941. 

The new stamps, which are to be 
of the same general design, will be 
issued in denominations of 6, 10. 15, 
20, "<» and 50 cents, and each denom- 
ination will be printed in a separate 
and distinct color. 

The central motif for th 
stamps will be a reproduction 
modern, twin-motored transport 
of the type used to carry air 
shown in flight. Below the 
will be the denomination designation 
between the words "Air" and "Mail." 
Across the lower edge of each stamp, 
in a narrow panel with solid back- 
ground, will he the inscription "Uni- 
ted States of America." 

The new air mail stamps will be 
the same size as the current Special 
Delivery stamp. 

The first stamp of the new series, 
that of the six cent denomination, 
will be placed on sale for the first 
time on June 2">, at the Washington, 
D. C. Post Office. The new six cent 
stamp will be printed by the rotary 
process in sheets of 50. The color 
will be announced later by the Post 
Office Department. 

Dates and places for 
sales of the remaining 
new air mail series will 
later by the Post Offlc

BLAMING TEACHER

There may lie times when it is 
really in order to take exception to 
something in the schools but such oc- 
casions are rare. Those who value the 
public schools, almost invariably the 
best municipal service in an munici- 
pality, should be <niick to take the 
sdge off the sharp remark of a neigh- 



To the Editor of the Star: 

The recent action of the School 
Committee in requesting the resigna- 
tion, for professional reasons, of the 
Supervisor of Elementary Education, 
has caused unbounded amazement and 
deep regret to many parents in this 
town. It is my personal belief that 
the overwhelming majority of them 
have been well pleased v\ ith their chil- 
dren's progress und-r the methods 
employed by Miss Lewis and our able 
Superintendent, Mr. Quinn. 

We had presumed that these pro- 
gressive policies were but the reflec- 
tions of the considered intent of the 
School Committee, more especially 
since Miss Lewis was placed on ten- 
ure by the Committee as recently as 
last year. It thus appears that the 
sudden demand for her resignation 
without warning, without a hearing 
and without the approval of the Su- 
perintendent signifies either that the 
Committee has reversed its progres- 
sive policies, which would be a mat- 
ter for great deprecation, or that the 
Committee has no policies in the eon- 
duct of elementary education, which 
would be cause for genuine alarm 
among those of us who are jealous 
of the standards of the Winchester 
schools. 

However, it is not the Committee's 
action, ipso facto, that has raised th" 
present violent storm of criticism or 
offers excuse for an open letter such 
as this. It is the aura of unfairness 
that hangs about the transaction. 
There seemed no way of obtaining the 
immediate and town-wide expression 
of opinion upon this important mat- 
ter prior to the June 2 meeting of the 
Committee at which final action in the 
case of Miss Lewis is to be voted, 
other than to beg the indulgence of 
the Star to bring the matter to the 
attt ntion of all. 

Briefly, the professional methods 
employed by Miss Lewis, as Elemen- 
tary Supervisor, have been sporadi- 
cally under criticism to the School 
Committee by small groups of parents 
dissatisfied with the progress of their 
children. These parents, however, 
made no effort to discuss their objec- 
tions with Miss Lewis nor did the 
School Committee find it necessary to 
ask for her comments upon them. Al- 
so, it is understood that a few teach- 
ers in the elementary schools, finding 
themselves out of sympathy with pro- 
gressive methods, have sought by in- 
direct means to create the impression 
that Miss Lewis docs not have the 

support of the elementary teachers. 

These claims, which are a reflection 
upon the intelligence of our fine corps 
of teachers, have already been shown 
! to be false. 

What other evidence the School 
Committee possesses to support it* 
position is of course not known to me 
' hut it is to be devoutly hoped, since 
\ Miss l ewis has properly stood upon 
! her rights and has requested full de- 
! tails of charges and may therefor be 
i jcpected to appeal a dismissal to the 
j courts, that the Committee is no'. 
I without the documentary am! incon- 
| trovertible evidence of the alleg 'd in- 
efficiency so necessary in such im ac- 
tion. Otherwise the fair name of Win- 
; Chester is due to be sullied beyond 
, peradventure of doubt. It is the un- 
qualified belief of many of us who ad- 
1 mire the Sterling professional quali- 
i fications and engaging personality of 
Miss Lewis that such evidence does 
j not exist. 

This matter touch s deeply the wel- 
fare of our community. Miss Lewis 
has not asked for support, needs none. 
It is not she who will be on trial at 
j the next meeting of the School Com- 
I mittee; it is the Committee itself; and 
1 the citizens of the town will oxp.'ct 
! full information as to just how each 
member of the Committee votes. 
I Further, when the motion to dismiss 
1 Miss Lewis has been beaten in the I 
! Committee, it is to be hoped that she j 
i will receive an official apology, and 
! that the Committee will be able to 
| persuade her to continue in her pres- 
ent position.

The entire group registered from 
Winchester attended the A. R. P. 
school sessions on Monday and Wed- 
nesday nights of this week. Lieut. 
Meskell ot the local fire department 
also signed on for the course which is 
concentrating on fire protection for 
the first three weeks. 

On Monday night the principal fea- 
ture was given by Mr. Howard John- 
son of Sunderland, England, who 
until recently was in charge of Sun- 
derland Dock Area as Auxiliary Fire 
Control Officer. 

This city is the largest ship build- 
ing center in the world. At the pres- 
ent time Mr. Johnson is assigned by 
the British Government to the ship 
building industry in Canada. He is 
general manager of the Midland Ship 
Yards, N'eedland, Ontario. 

Mr. Johnson gave a graphic ac- 
count of the duties of air raiders and 
auxiliary firemen in the present situ- 
; ation in England particularly in the 
channel towns, also describing th» 
i safety methods followed in private 
homes for protection during air raids. 
• At the conclusion of his address of 
! more than a solid hour during which 
I the entire class of over 1000 men lis- 
| tened with rapt interest only inter- 
rupted by scattered hand clapping at 
high points, the entire group stood 
and expressed their appreciation of 
Mr. Johnson's lecture with thunder- 
ous applause. 

He emphasized the point that A. R. 
P. in England not only stands for Air 
Raid Protection but more especially 
"All Responsible People." 

On Wednesday evening the class 
met at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology for demonstration of 
methods of protection from incendiary 
bombs, also a field exhibit of tire- 
fightinir equipment. Next week for- 
est fire fighting and other types of 
fire protection will be covered. If you 
are interested in volunteering your 
services to the several branches of our 
local protection committee.

Right or wrong? There are three 
vegetables which can be left in 
the garden soil all winter and dug 
whenever a thaw comes in fine 
condition to eat. 

How many gardeners would know 
that the answer to this quiz is 
"right? •' The three vegetables 
which are not injured, but rather 
improved by freezing are: pars- 
nips, salsify, and kale. 

They must have an anti-freeze 
mixture in their veins; though on 
second thought they probably 
freeze, like other plants; but for 
some strange reason freezing does 
not injure them. Parsnips, indeed, 
are definitely improved ui flavor and 
tenderness by freezing. 

All these are long season vege- 
tables, taking four months to ma- 
ture and should be sown in the 
spring, in well fed soiL At least 
four pounds of well balanced plant 
food should be used to each hun- 
dred square feet in which they 
grow, and they should be thinned 
out in the row, to six inches for 
parsnips, four for salsify, and about 
a foot for the kale. 

Kale produces edible leaves, rath- 
er thick, with a distinctive flavor. 
Salsify is the vegetable oyster 
which gets its name because when 
cooked its flavor resembles that of 
the oyster. 

The roots are long and slender 
and seldom more than an inch in 
thickness. They are at their best 
after having been frozen. 

One of the reasons that has caused 
this vegetable to lack popularity is 
its unattractive and discolored ap- 
pearance when cooked. This is due 
to the fact that it secretes a milky 
juice which turns black when ex-

posed to the air. It should be cleaned 
and scraped in water which has 
been acidulated by the addition of 
vinegar. This will do away with 
the discolored appearance. 

It is cooked by dipping it in bat- 
ter and frying it in deep fat or by 
boiling and creaming it. In either 
style it is a very tasty vegetable. 



How far apart should rows in 
the vegetable or cutting garden be 
planted? There is no standard an- 
swer to this question. Market grow- 
ers may plant radishes, for ex- 
ample, in rows that vary from two 
inches apart, in rich, mellow, weed- 
less soil, to three feet, where it is 
desired to cultivate them with 
horse or tractor. 

The home garden, which can be 
watered when necessary, and sup- 
plied with plant food as required, 
should be laid out chiefly for con- 
venience in cultivating; except that 
vine and bushy crops should have 
the room they need to develop. 
For the leaf and root crops, dwarf 
peas and beans, and most flowers, 
the width between rows may be 
equal to the space you can culti- 
vate wth one trip of the wheel 
hoe, or whatever cultivator you 
may use. This is likely to be 18 
inches. 

Taller growing vegetables, cab- 
bages, cauliflowers and tomatoes, 
should have up to twice as much; 
and vine crops four to six feet. It

make it uniform, and reasonably 
exact. 

Some crops the directions tell 
you to sow in ••hills." Except in 
regions of heavy rainfall and poor 
drainage, this does not mean an 
elevation. It simply means that 
several seeds are sown in a group 
'to be thinned out later j and the 
groups are spaced some distance 
apart, in contrast to the continu- 
ous "drill." 

Tear off one end of the packet 
; and examine the seed. If they are 
, small it will pay to mix with them 
three times their bulk in light 
colored sand, perfectly dry. Mix 
it thoroughly. 

By holding the packet as shown 
in the illustration, and tapping 
' :t gently with the forefinger, the 
seed can be made to drop evenly 
in the row. and the sand will pre- 
vent sowing too quickly. 

After sowing, rake soil over the 
-eeds ane tamp it down with the 
loot or hoe blade. Soil and seed 
must be in close contact, so that 
when germination starts food in 
{quid form may be extracted from

BUILDING PERMITS GRANTED 



JEWELRY RETURNED TO OWNER 

Last Saturday forenoon police head- 
quarters was notified by the Woburn 
police that they had several pieces of 
jewelry which they had taken from 
two vounK Woburn boys who said 
they had found them at a dump in 
Winchester. 

Sergt. Thomas F. Cassidv \\ent to 
Woburn and was shown the jewelry 
which included a gold, diamond--.'! 
pendant and a Kappa Sigma frater- 
nity pin. set with pearls. He and 
officer Folen of the Woburn depart- 
ment brought the boys to Winchester 
and they pointed out Cullen's dump on 
upper Slain street as the place they 
had found the jewelry in a box. 

Letters addressed to a local physi- 
cian were discovered near where the 
boys picked up the box and Sergeant 
Cassidy found upon investigation 
that the pendant and pin belonged 
to members of his family. Needless 
to state they were pleased to have 
them returned. They had evidently 
been consigned to the rubbish hean 
by mistake. 



At midnight last Friday erewi 
working from three lighter? for 
George M. Bryne of Copley street, 
well known marine contractor, raised 
all that was left of the ill fated fish- 
ing trawler. Mary O'Hara, from her 
watery grave on Finn's Ledge near 
Grave's Light in Boston Harbor. The 
boat went down after a collision with 
a barge during last February with 
the loss of 18 members of a crew of 
23. 

Laying in about 50 feet of water, 
the trawler constituted a menace to 
navigation and the Army authorities, 
who particularly desired its removal, 
awarded the contract to Mr. Bryne, 
who enjoys an enviable reputation for 
success with work of this sort. 

First two, and finally three light- 
ers were placed around the wreck and 
tackle secured to it by a diver. When 
all was in readiness the shattered 
hulk was slowly brought to the sur- 
face, the entire job consuming about 
three days. After being raised the 
wieck was towed up the harbor and 
beached at Fort Dawes which is part 
of Deer Island. 

The current and seas are very 
strong at Finn's Ledge and the sub- 
merged trawler felt the full effects 
of the elements. When raised all that 
remained of the vessel was the keel 
and lower hull, rudder post and one 
side. One of the ship's masts was 
picked up by coast guardsmen at 
Gloucester. 

The wreck contained a ten ton en- 
gine and a smaller engine, both of 
which were salvaged by Mr. Hryne's 
men, along with the propeller and 
shaft and a quantity of pig iron used 
for ballast. After removing every- 
thing of value from the wreck what 
remains will be towed to deep water 
and sunk.

Gardeners who plan to grow per- 
ennials from seed this year, and 
every gardener should plan to do 
so, will have an easier time of it if 
they will sow in April instead of 
waiting until June or later. 

When s Timers are hot and dry it 
is often quite a task to get seeds to 
germinate in June, and seedling 
plants must be given extra atten- 
tion at that time to keep from be- 
ing scorched to death. 

In April and May, however, we 
usually have cool, moist weather 
which hastens germination and is 
favorable to the young plants. 
Many of the perennials germinate 
best in cool weather. Delphiniums, 
for example, grow best in a tem- 
perature of 40 degrees. 

When seeds are sown in April or 
early May the seedlings should be 
transplanted in July so that they 
have room to develop into sturdy 
plants. They will be large enough 
by fall to be planted in the border 
where they are to grow. 

There is no garden operation 
which saves money faster than 
growing one's own perennials. 
When plants are purchased they are 
relatively expensive because of the 
long growing period, the intensive 
care they have had and the large 
percentage of loss.

Petunia All Double Blue Brocade 
Won Silver Medal in 1911 All Amer- 
ica Contest. 

All-double dark blue petunia Blue 
Brocade, which won the silver 
medal in the All-America contest 
for new flowers for 1941, was pro- 
duced by a secret process which 
plant breeders throughout the world 
have been trying for years to dis- 
cover. 

The secret is, how to make a 
double petunia bear seed. Breeder* 
in this country have never done it, 
so far as is known. To produce' 
seeds they take pollen from double 
flowers, to fertilize semi-doublei 
flowers, which become the seed 
parents, but the resulting seeds 
never produce 1001. double flower-; 
ing plants. Only a certain portion,! 
up to forty per cent, are double. 

A Japanese breeder astonished 
the experts several years ago by 
announcing that he had solved thel 
problem and bred an all-double' 
petunuia strain, since when he has 
selected ten different colors. He 
has kept his secret well. Blue 
Brocade is a rich deep violet, with 
flowers of medium size, fully 
double, borne on dwarf plants. 

American breeders claim to be 
making headway in solving the 
secret of all-double petunias, and 
promise to have seed in another 
four years. 

Oxalic Acid in Tlants 

Oxalic acid is found in a wide 
variety of American plants, but sel- 
do:r in quantities sufficient to cause 
illness. Leaves, not stems, of the 
garden rhubarb occasionally cause 
enough of it to cause trouble. The 
most important oxalic acid plant, 
economically, in the United States 
is the grcasewood that prows abun- 
dantly in the arid rea. s of the 
West Sheep often are miured by it.

Plans for the recruiting of 150 vol- 
unteer firemen and 100 volunteer po- 
licement. to be used only in time of 
war or other serious emergency, were 
formulated at the meeting of the Civ- 
ilian Defense Committee Tuesday 
evening. These men would work un- 
der the direction of the regular lire 
and police authorities, and would I e 
trained by them to work as auxiliar- 
ies of the regular departments, ac- 
cording to plans developed by the 
defense committee. 

The planning division of the com- 
mittee, under Chairman Elliott Cam- 
eron, has divided the town into eight 
defense areas, which follow general- 
ly the establish?d precinct lines. Ex- 
ceptions to this are the business sec- 
tion, consisting of parts of precincts 
2, 3.

The Flower Mission in Boston has 
been in existance for 73 years. A 
record that testifies to its value. To- 
day over 30 towns send weekly ham- 
pers of flowers to Boston to be given 
out from one of the four distributing 
centers of the Flower Mission. 

The contributing towns are largely 
in the Metropolitan area, but Dux- 
bury, the most distant, sends the 
largest number of hampers. Of late 
the total has been over 700 for the 
season. The railroads give free trans- 
portation. All flowers sent Tuesdav. 
Winchester's Day, go to the South 
Bay) Union for distribution. Here 
they are made up into bouquets by 
volunteers and sent to neighborhood 
shut-ins. to hospitals, children's in- 
stitutions, homes for the aged, etc. 

The distributing centers for the 
other three days are North End Un- 
ion, Bulfinch Place Church, and Rob- 
ert Gould Shaw House. A hospital 
unit helps deliver flowers to institu- 
tions and to individual hospital pa- 
tients. 

The all-year-round headquarters of 
the Flower Mission is at Horticul- 
tural Hall in a room given by the 
Society. From there are distributed 
many flowers received from the Mass- 
achusetts Horticultural Society's ex- 
hibits, garden club shows, social af- 
fairs, bazaars, etc. There, also, are 
sent during the summer and fall and 
especially at Thanksgiving and at 
Christmas, fruits, vegetables and iel- 
li< s. Mrs. Ix>wis A. Elliot, the execu- 
tive secretary is in the office every 
weekday morning. 

Those in Winchester who wish to 
send Bowers should have them at the 
Winchester Station Tuesday morn- 
ings in time for the 9 o'clock train. 
Tt is easy to forget the pleasure that 
flowers may bring to invalids and 
those who do not have the joy of a 
summer garden.

EVIDENTLY SOMETHING WRONG 



To the Editor of the Star: 

It is indeed a sad commentary upon 
the trend of life in the world's last 
democracy, when a Commander in the 
United States Navy will lend his 
name, as an officer in that Navy, to 
a crusade to coerce the votes of our 
duly elected town officials, threaten 
them with retaliatory effects if they 
do not vote the way he wants them 
to — and in general tend to sow seeds 
of disunity, disrespect, disloyalty anil 
lack of confidence among the resi- 
dents of our town toward our duly 
elected officials. 

Evidently there is something radi- 
cally wrong with the newly installed 
progressive system of education as 
presented in the schools of Winches- 
ter today — else why would almost 100 
parents register their disapproval lo 
the School Committee. We dissatis- 
fied parents have only registered our 
disapproval, we have made no recom- 
mendations to the School Committee 
regarding their ultimate solution of 
the problem. We voted for them, we 
elected them, and in them we have 
placed our confidence as to the proper 
administration of school affairs. 

I would strongly suggest to the 
Commander of the United States Na- 
vy, and to other citizens of Winches- 
ter w'ho are not completely satisfied 
either with the school system, or with 
the school committee, that he pre- 
sent such complaint privately, to the 
members of the duly elected School 
Committee, and refrain from any pub- 
lic action which would tend to cans.' 
separate or rival factions, especially 
in these hectic days when "we must 
all stick together, or be bombed sep- 
arately."

ART" FRENCH HEADING REC- 
REATION ( ENTERS PROJECT 



Arthur E. French, former Harvard 
football captain and track star, who 
formerly lived on Highland avenue 
and whose brothel, Evander French, 
makes his home on Westland avenue, 
is vice president in charge of opera- 
tion for the Recreational Manage- 
ment Corporation engaged in build- 
ing a chain of scientifically planned 
recreation centers for the entertain- 
ment of resident populations and to 
be used as community meeting places 
for nearby military and naval forces. 

The first of four such centers, pro- 
jected for New England, is nearing 
completion at Falmouth on Cape Cod 
and will have its formal opening on 
June 16. Named the Coonamessett 
Club after the huge Coonamessett 
Ranch that formerly covered thous- 
ands of acres overlooking Buzzard's 
Bay, the new center comprising 2500 
acres and including the club itself: a 
modernized airport, a year-round ho- 
tel, golf course, polo field and ridine 
stables, constitutes one of the most 
complete recreational properties in the 
country. 

Mr. French has stated that the 
Coonamessett Club was originally 
planned to be an all-season, all- 
weather gathering place for men and 
women who are on Cape Cod through 
the year and who would have the 
club available for their summer 
visitors. With the construction of 
Camp Edwards, where approximate- 
ly 30,000 troops are based, the 
need for expanded recreational facili- 
ties to care for the needs of service 
men became more obvious and the 
club project was hurried so as to be 
ready for the mid-June opening. 

Club facilities will include a ball- 
room, sound-proof air conditioned 
bowling alleys, game rooms. Indoor 
roller skating rink, lounge and lunch 
bar and such outdoor sporting activi- 
ties as boating, tennis, golf, shuffle- 
board and polo. The club will be 
opened on invitation membership, not 
only for those desiring leisure hut 
for the families or the individual who 
want to bo an active part of the pro- 
grams which the club will make pos- 
sible. 

Preliminary surreys have been 
made by the Recreational Manage- 
ment Corporation for similar cen- 
ters in Lowell, Portsmouth. N. H., 
and Portland, Me., and decision on 
establishment of play centers in 
these cities will be made during the 
next few weeks. Lowell would be 
accessible to the men at Fort Devens. 
Portsmouth would serve the Navy 
personnel in that city, and Portland 
would be convenient to four Army 
posts nearby.

Some 6000 Christian Scientists from 
many parts of the world gathered in 
annual meeting Monday, June 2, in 
Boston were called upon by The 
Christian Science Board of Direc- 
tors to consecrate themselves to the 
defense of the democratic system of 
government as the best human in- 
strument for preserving the basic- 
rights of mankind to "life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness." 

In thus definitely allying this worH 
wide religious movement with the de- 
fenders of democracy everywhere, 
the Directors stated that it was their 
conviction that if social and political 
freedom is to be preserved "derm- 
cratic forms of government must be 
maintained." 

Directors' Report 
The occasion for the stirring mes- 
sage of the Directors was the an- 
nual meeting of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, in Boston, Mass. The Directors 
stated: "We are moved not by a de- 
sire to voice our own views, but to 
let the world know that we shar e 
with our Leader. Mary Baker Eddy, 
her confidence in the immortality of 
the sentiment expressed in the Dec- 
laration of Independence that 'man 
is endowed with certain inalienable 
rights, among which are life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness.'" 
* Referring to the aggressive forces 
in action today throughout the world, 
the Directors pointed out that "his- 
tory plainly teaches that when a na- 
tion chooses to ignore God and to 
make matter the foundation stone 
of its government, such nation com- 
mits its cause to failure, and at the 
same time provides the means for its 
ultimate defeat and undoing."

Herbert W. Beck, manager of com- 
mittees on publication, reported th it 
the work has changed over the course 
of vears from a defensive to a con- 
structive, educational nature. 

Emphasis was placed by Mr. Beck 
upon the fact that no legislation 
which would curtail the practice of 
Christian Science has been passed in 
the United States or in the British 
Commonwealth since the last annual 
meeting. 

Evidences of Spiritual Crouth 

The Department of Branches and 
Practitioners indicated in its report 
that the urge for spiritual refresh- 
ment and regeneration goes on de- 
spite the world conflict, and in some 
place the spiritual urge springs from 
the current need for dependence up- 
on something more substantial than 
material instruments. 

Evidence of this spiritual growth 
was found in the establishment of o? 
new branches of The Mother Church, 
seven of them in England, one in 
Switzerland, one in Africa and one 
each in British Guiana and the West 
Indies. Twenty Societies were re- 
ported to have taken the title of 
Church and five new university or- 
ganizations wore formed and quali- 
fied for official approval. 

In the report of the Trustees under 
the will of Mary Baker Eddy, it was 
announced that since the Trust wa< 
established in 1913, more than $0.000,- 
000 has been expended by it towards 
Christian Science Church activities 
throughout the world. 

The report of the Treasurer for the 
fiscal year ending April 30. 1941, 
showed that the finances of The 
Mother Church were in sound condi- 
tion. There was no indebtedness to 
report except for taxes on property- 
owned in the vicinity of the church 
payable in October. 

Board of Lectureship 

The Board of Lectureship reported 
that continental Europe and the Far 
East alone were deprived of their 
usual Christian Science lectures. Else- 
where the lectures proceeded with- 
out interruption excepting in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

The clerk of The Mother Church. 
Ezra W. Palmer, reported that "de- 
spite the restrictions imposed by the 
nations limiting mail and transporta- 
tion, the number of new members 
accepted has ben encouraging. 

Reporting on the war relief work. 
Mr. Palmer said that the War Relief 
Committee in Boston began its work 
on Sept. 19, 1940. Today over 1000 
committees serving as a recognized 
activity of the branch churches ar.' 
shipping war relief material to Bos- 
ton or to one of the other three de- 
pots now functioning in New York. 
Portland. Oregon, and Los Angeles. 

Reports were heard from various 
parts of the world indicating to those 
at the meeting that spiritual pro- 
gress is being accelerated, rather 
than diminished, by the rampant 
forces of material conquest.

Early Tomato Wins Award 
With Its Heavy Yield

Early tomatoes are a must crop 
for the defense garden because they 
prolong the season of food produc- 
tion; but as a rule they do not bear 
heavily, so late varieties are plant- 
ed for the canning crop. 

Now comes the Michigan State 
Agricultural college, winning a 
bronze medal in the All America 
tests for 1941 with an early toma- 
to which is a heavy yielder. Its 
fruits average three inches in diam- 
eter, smooth and red: the vine is 
short branching and foliage rather 
sparse. It may be planted closer 
together than most varieties, which 
is another good point for small gar- 
dens. Its name is Victor. 

Tomatoes are one of the most im- 
portant food crops of the home gar- 
den. They are rich in vitamins A. 
B. C and D. have proteins 0.9^. 
fats 0.4^, carbohydrates 3.9^, and 
many of the valuable minerals. 
Both red and yellow varieties are 
desirable. 

The first planting of tomatoes 
should be made with plants which 
have been started indoors. Set them 
cut only after danger of frost is en- 
tirely over. There is nothing to be 
gamed by taking any risk of hav- 
mg them killed by a belated frost. 

If your garden has a picket fence, 
it will give the tomatoes ideal sup- 
port and save a lot of ground space. 
Lacking a fence it will pay to make

Gladiolus bulbs may be planted 
until June 15 in our northern states 
with reasonable assurance of get- 
ting flowers before frost, and this 
assurance becomes a certainty 
when bulbs of the primulinus type 
are planted. 

The primulinus varieties are not 
so large as others. They have 
slender stems, and the flowers are 
small, but they excel in daintiness 
and in exquisite coloring, espe- 
cially in salmon shades. Some of 
the salmon pinks in which they 
abound are exquisite in the border, 
planted in small groups, with blue 
flowers as a foil. These bulbs in 
mixture will always harmonize be- 
cause all of them have a binding 
touch of yellow in them. 

The first primulinus gladiolus to 
be sold in this country was distrib- 
uted in 1908. It was a yellow This 
color is rare among gladioli and it 
was discovered that when this va- 
riety was crossed with larger-flow- 
ered varieties the seedlings result- 
ing all had a touch of yellow. Ex- 
tensive breeding experiments are 
being carried on to produce these 
desirable colors in larger flowering 
varieties, but the primulinus hybrid 
of the present is a very excellent 
flower. 

All gladioli have a habit which 
makes them most desirable for cut 
flowers. Their blossoms are ar- 
ranged on a tall stalk, sometimes 
twenty on a stalk. The lower one 
opens first, after which the others 
open in order.

MRS ROGERS HAS Bil l, FOR 
WOMEN'S ARMY SERVICE 

Women of America will have the 
opportunity to wear uniforms and 
serve as officially-recognized aides to 
the United States Army upon the en- 
actment of a bill recently introduced 
in Congress by Rep. Edith Nourse 
Rogers of this Congressional district. 

The measure provides for the es- 
tablishment of a Women's Army 
Auxiliaray Corps of 26,000 women of 
"excellent character, in good physi- 
cal health, between the ages of 21 
and 4") and citizens of the United 
States," selected from volunteer en- 
listees. They would draw pay of $1 
a day in addition to subsistence, 
quarters, a n d uniforms. Leaders 
would have ranks and pay compar- 
able to Army officers. 

The proposed W. A. A. C. would 
be employed in noncombatant serv- 
ice in positions for which women are 
better qualified than men. Some of 
these positions are: dieticians, li- 
brarians, clerks, cooks, charwomen, 
bakers, messengers, chauffeurs, tele- 
phone operators, post exchange em- 
ployees, laundry workers, hygienists, 
hospital and laboratory technicians, 
and so forth. 

The Corns, would not be a part of 
the United States Army but it would 
he the only women's organization au- 
thorized to serve with the Army ex- 
clusive of the Army Nurse Corns. 
Nurses will nut be permitted to en- 
roll In the Corps and nothing in the 
Act will affect or change the Army 

Nurse Corps as now established by 
law. 

The Corps will be administered by 
the Secretary of War through the 
channels of the Army and the Sec- 
retary is authorized to employ all fa- 
cilities of the War Department and 
of the Army to carry into effect the 
provisions of the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

In presenting her bill, Congress- 
man Rogers, stressed the fact that 
"it is an entirely voluntary measure. 
The Corps would not be a part of the 
Army but it would give the women a 
chance to volunteer and serve their 
country in a patriotic way. In many 
of the organisations now functioning 
only women of means can afford to 
serve. My bill will give opportunity 
to many fine women to enroll who 
cannot afford to give their time for 
nothing."

It seems 
a long way off to be preparing for 
now, but the brilliant pansies, with 
their warm colors are a welcome 
sight in the spring, and if you are 
to have the latest and best varie- 
ties you must grow them yourself. 

The cold frame is the best place 
to start them, if you haven't al- 
ready made use of it to start per- 
ennials. In case you have, a small 
corner of the garden will suffice, 
provided you take care to prepare 
a fine, loamy soil with plenty of 
humus, and some method of shad- 
ing on the hottest days. 

Pansies are really members of 
the viola family, the only distinc- 
tion between them being that 
pansies have "faces." Be sure to 
get some of the giant strains. 
Compared to the pansies of a few 
years ago. they are enormous gi- 
ants, practically all colorful flow- 
er, where the foliage hardly shows 
at all. There are also smaller 
types called the tufted or Scotch 
pansies. 

They are easy to grow if you pre- 
pare a proper bed for them. In 
cases where this is impossible, sow 
seed in boxes or flats. They can be 
placed in a shady situation out- 
doors, and if kept well watered the 
seedlings will appear in short order. 

When sowing spread the seed 
thinly. If necessary mix a small 
quantity of sand with the seed to 
prevent overcrowding. If the seeds 
grow up too thick it is difficult to 
disentangle them, and space for 
individual growth is very impor- 
tant. As soon as the seedlings 
break ground they should be given 
full light and fresh air. But do 
not let them dry out, especially 
when planted in flats where the 
quantity of soil, and the consequent 
rate of evaporation is rapid. Dur- 
ing midday, protect them from the

sun with a piece of cheesecloth or 
a newspaper canopy. 

Transplant them when the first 
rough leaves appear, either into 
other flats or another row in the 
cold frame. This process is called 
••pricking out." and they should be 
set about 2 inches apart. Some- 
times another transplanting is prac- 
ticed, although this is not abso- 
lutely necessary. In any case for 
the final setting out, see that they 
are 4 to 6 inches apart, and let 
them grow in the cold frame until 
it begins to freeze. Then, fill up 
the frame with dry leaves, and cov- 
er it with the sash or boards. In 
severe weather the sash can be 
covered with straw mats or any 
such covering, but this is not usu- 
ally needed. 

In the spring as soon as frost 
begins to come out of the ground, 
the leaves should be taken off the 
pansy plants and the sash put on 
the frame. Treat them from now 
on the same as any other planting 
in the sp.mg. They will bloom 
much earlier than out-

Complaints about dogs, other than 
those of an emergency nature need- 
ing immediate attention, should be 
made to the Board of Selectmen and 
not as generally supposed to the Po- 
lice. Under the whimsical vagaries, 
of the law the authority to deal with 
refractory canines in towns is invested 
in the Selectmen. In cities Police 
Chiefs have this authority. Perma- 
nent relief from a dog nuisance can- 
not be secured from the police in 
Winchester, though in many cases 
♦hey are able to iron out difficulties 
between dog owners who are reason- 
able and their neighbors. The prop- 
er procedure, however, is to notify 
the Selectmen, and if you do so in 
writing, sign your name and address. 
You will find communications, signed 
"Neighbor," "Citizen" and even the 
all powerful "Taxpayer" will receive 
scant attention. 

Every now and then it is the Star's 
privilege to call attention to some 
one who is devoting him or herself 
to the service of the public, working 
hard for the love of it and doing 
real job well. Such a one is Mrs. 
George I Hitting, head of the Win- 
chester Red Cross Chanter for the 
past five years. Pew realize the mul- 
titudinous tasks devolving unon her 
as head of this all vear-every year 
humanitarian organization, but that 
she devotes herself to her job manv 
of the 24 hours of every dav in the 
week these who work with and under 
her will readily attest. , The flour- 
ishing condition of the local chanter 
is a tribute to her leadershio and all 
with whom she comes in eontaet 
know her for a cheery, friendlv per- 
son who is always readv oo help. 
War work has added greatlv to her 
responsibilities but has not disturbed 
her poise or good humor. The Red 
Cross Chapter and the town are for- 
tunate to have her on the job! 

Not since the war days of 1!>17 
has a graduating class left Winches- 
ter High School to enter a more 
troubled world than that awaiting 
the Class of H'll. The possibility, if 
not probability, of this Country's 
entering the most destructive war lti 
all history raises the grim picture of 
death or invalidism as the result of 
armed service, anil should the war be 
brought to this hemisphere, an even- 
tuality by no means impossible, the 
added horror of bombed cities and 
countrysides must be faced with all 
that this modern form of sheer bar- 
barity implies. Even without the war 
the youth of today faces grave prob- 
lems, for which few would care to 
guess the answers. The staggering: 
cost of the Nation's armament pro- 
gram, coming upon the heels of the 

huge amounts expended as a conse- 
quence of the government's social 
legislation will fall heavily upon those 
seeking to establish themselves in 
life, and with or without this Coun- 
try's active participation, the great 
struggle now denuding the British 
Isles and Continental Europe as well 
as ( hina is bound to create post-W ir 
conditions which will profoundly af- 
fect all of us, youthful graduates of 
school and college as well as the 
more mature and aged. It is not a 
particularly cheerful prospect which 
the yqunp' graduates face. Yet there 
is a challenge in it all that should, 
and will appeal to that optimism so 
characteristic of youth, and to that 
s'urdy independsnee which has long 
distinguished American young peo- 
ple. At no time have the possibili- 
ties for service been greater, at no 
time has there been a greater need 
for the leadership of trained minds 
in sound bodies. Graduates of our 
schooh and colleges must provide this 
leadership in the days that lie ahead. 
The Winchester High School Class of 
1941 will have its full share of re- 
sponsibilities, stern responsibilities, 
to fac ■ And so. perhaps, the prover- 
bial "Good luck" we habitually wish 
our voting graduates is more heart- 
felt this year in view of what is 
awaiting those closing the .-chool- 
house dcrs behind them. The pros- 
pect isn't cheerful, but the chance for 
glory is great!

The Battle of the 
Atlantic, in which Britain is fighting 
so desperately for the lifeline of her 
Empire, is a battle in which we can 
really do something to help. The 
Rescue Boats save the lives of many 
men -nun who, in their turn, can 
save Britain, and more of them a»'8 
still needed to carry out their work 
of mercy at sea. 

Should you really think it better 
to try for some other cause, we are 
always glad of contributions for the 
American Air Raid Relief Commit- 
tee, a committee in London who have 
first-hand information with regard to 
the existing conditions of the Lon- 
don air raid shelters. There is real 
need for financial help to better 
these conditions: much has been done, 
but there is always more to do, and 
we hear from the other side ho* 
welcome contributions are for this 
purpose. 

As far as smaller donations are 
concerned, the sum of $5 will feed 
one child in our Children's Sanctu- 
ary in England for a month — but this 
need is a less urgent one at the mo- 
ment, than others. Forty dollars w ill 
equip a hospital bed. to be used in 
a private house when proper hospi- 
tal accommodation is not available 
through enemy action, and of course 
clothing, of which Winchester has 
sent, and continues to send, a wonder- 
ful supply, is always badly wanted 
and gratefully received by those who 
have lost everything they possessed.

If June comes with no seeds sown, 
there is still time to have a flower 
garden. Suppose you demanded a 
combination of flowers which would 
germinate in five days (in warm 
weather) and flower in thirty to 
forty. Here are some you might 
get: 

Zinnias, ageratum, alyssum, can- 
dytuft, centaureas, clarkia, cyno- 
glossum, annual sunllowers, morn- 
ing glories, annual pinks, ltpto- 
syne, linaria, marigolds, poppies. 
"Such a list m.ght be very much 
enlarged by including varieties 
which will germinate in a week or 
ten days. But it would be inter- 
esting to see what sort of garden 
could be made of just a few flower 
families, seeking interest by using 
different colors and types. 

Take zinnias for example — they 
could haidly be omitted from a 
garden of annuals. There are the 
small-flowered singles, the small 
lilliput doubles, the intermediate 
or "pumila" type and the giant flow- 
ered varieties. They give an abund- 
ance of pink, red, orange and yel- 
low varieties with a few lavenders. 
A whole border might be planted 
mostly to zinnias, provided one 
used enough ageraium, centaurea 
and cynogl ossum to introduce the 
needed blue tones.

As to the sheen of special interest 
on such gifts, here are some samples. 
These dresses and blazers came from 
England, and now they are here in 
the warm used clothing, starting 
hack. What is the story? Why, 
two English children, well-started by 
a wise English mother in the art of 
living, have so sagely and happily 
adjusted themselves to a new home, 
with foster parents they had never 
seen or heard of until they came, and 
to a new school system, that in eight 
months of growing one has added 18 
pounds and the other '22. No dresses 
could adjust to such speed as that, 
and the English clothes have gone 
back to serve other British children.

But as she brought his outirrown 
raincoat and overcoat and other warm 
clothing, she remembered that pleas- 
ant little English shipmate of a past 
sum mer.

Aside from the indispensable 
dahlia and gladidus there are oth- 
er bulbs and tubers that may be set 
out now that give fine garden effect 
as well as cutting material. 

The montbretias, cousins of the 
gladiolus and in a way resembling 
a miniature of that plant, in their 
large sized and varied colors are 
growing in popularity. They have 
spikes of orange, yellow and scar- 
let flowers as durable for cutting 
as glads. 

The newer named varieties are 
double the size of the old timers. 
Thev are a plant of rapid increase 
and" a few bulbs will give a fine 
stock for another year. 

The great three-cornered blooms 
of the tigridia or tiger flower in 
brilliant red, yellow or white with 
striking spots in the center of the 
flower always attract attention with 
their dazzling display. They are 
an easily grown bulb that will pro- 
vide much beauty during the sum- 
mer ar.d are of the easiest culture. 

The summer hyacinth with its 
huge Spike of drooping white bells, 
hyacinthus candienns and also 
known as galtonia, is another strik- 
ing subject of very easy culture 
that will always attract attention. 

Another beautiful subject is the 
Peruvian daffodil, Ismene calathima. 
It really is not a daffodil at all 
but is a big white lilylike bloom 
with a green trimmed cup in the 
center of the flower, the stalK bear- 
ing the cluster of big snowy blooms 
coming front an ornamental foun- 
tain of strap-shaped foliage that is 
ornamental when the plant is not 
in bloum. 

The little fairy lilies that send 
tip 6 to 8-inch stems bearing rose 
and white blooms can be planted in 
clumps and furnish a beautiful dis- 
play all summer. These in the cata- 
logue are zephyianthes, a relative 
of the amaryllis.

Mr. Marchant was one of the first 
men to recognize the value of the 
monotype machines in newspaper 
composing rooms. Later the ma- 
chines became standard equipment ni 
American newspaper plants. 

Numbered among Mr. Marchant's 
hosts of friends were the leading bus- 
iness men of Boston and New Eng- 
land. He was an authority on New 
England market conditions and op- 
portunities. 

In 1910, Mr. Marchant was ap- 
pointed advertising manager of the 
newspaper. He worked tirelessly and 
effectively to mainta ; n the Post in 
the forefront of the ration's daily 
newspapers. 

Honesty in advertising was one A 
his cardinal principles. He was known 
as a "stickler" on this point and un- 
hesitatingly rejected advertising that 
he considered misleading or dishon- 
est. 

Mr. Marchant's seemingly endless 
capacity for work was matched by 
his kindliness. He was considerate 
and never too busy to be helnful. For 
this he was beloved by those who 
knew him. 

Mr. Marchant found time to pursue 
three hobbies: the study of wild flow- 
ers, the study of birds and the collec- 
tion of air mail stamps. He won 
recognition as an authority in all 
three fields. His air mail stamp col- 
lection is considered one of the besc 
in New England. Among other val- 
uable stamps he secured one of the 
first transatlantic air mail letters, one 
that was carried across the ocean wi:'i 
the Richard Byrd flight. 

A later addtion to his collection 
was a letter carried by Lindbergh on 
his transatlantic flight. His stamp 
interests won him prominence as a 
member of the Philatelic Society. 

The beautiful wild-flower garden at 
Mr. Marchant's Winchester home was 
well known to flower lovers. The 
garden won an award from the Mass- 
achusetts Horticultural Society two 
years ago. 

Mr. Marchant attracted many spe- 
cies of wild birds to the grounds of 
his residence by learning their food 
habits and providing the special foods 
they liked. Birds rarely seen in this 
section of the country were among 
his feathered "guests." Some were 
identified that had come from as far 
awav as Greenland. 

The deceased was a former presi- 
dent of the Boston Rotary Club and 
was one of its most active and influ- 
ential members. He did not miss a 
meeting in the last 10 years of his 
life, keeping up the record even in 
his illness. In order to maintain his 
attendance record, meetings were held 
at his bedside. These were especially 
arranged by fellow Rotarians In Win- 
chester. They visited him and held 
brief meetings in order that he coui I 
keep abreast of the activities. His 
achievement of perfect attendance 
was one of the longest on record with 
the Boston club. 

The deceased also was a prominent 
Mason. He was a member of the 
William Parkman Lodge of Winches- 
ter, was a Shriner and a 82nd degree 
Mason. 

He was a member of the Winches- 
ter Cemetery Commission. 

He was a member of the Franklin 
Typographical Society for 49 years 
and a trustee of that organization for 
the past four years. 

Mr. Marchant is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Augusta J. Marchant; a 
son, Lbuls A. Marchant of Melrose, 
assistant advertising director of the 
Post; three daughters, Mrs. Walter 
A. O'Neil of Winchester, Mrs. Mor- 
ris B. Kerr of Winchester and Mrs. 
Roger W. Haven of Marblehead; one 
sister, and three brothers living in 
Canada, and four grandchildren. 

One of Mr. Marchant's brothers, 

Stanley was killed at Ypres in 191 1. 

while serving with the famous Cana- 
dian Black Watch regiment.

Through the courtesy of the Fort- 
nightly Club and the Browning 
Radio Laboratory of 750 Main street, 
residents of Winchester who lack 
short-wave reception on their own 
radios were able to hear Winchester, 
England, on Thursday evening, June 
12, when it made a broadcast visit to 
its namesakes in America. Our Win- 
chester and Winchester, Va.. were 
specially mentioned in the greeting 
to the overseas namesakes. The 
mayor of English Winchester gave 
his Massachusetts hearers the good 
news that the trailer ambulance 
which we gave last fall is serving 
well the sick and wounded of his 
area and continually carries the re- 
enforcing message of our sympathy 
and support. 

Other speakers in the broadcast 
were the Dean of Winchester Cath- 
edral and the head of famous Win- 
chester College. 

We looked down a long vista of the 
past as we listened. How long there 
has been a Winchester! We were re- 
minded that it «raf the capital city 
of Saxon Alfred, and our own mem- 
ories recalled that he and his Eng- 
land knew what it was to be harried 
by invaders and hard pressed and to 
hold out and to shape the future. But 
it was not of Alfred, the King and 
his fortitude and victory that the 
English voice snoke to us; it was of 
Alfred "the truth-teller" and the 
spiritual lifjrht in which he saw life. 

More than six centuries ago Win- 
chester College was founded to fos- 
ter religion and learning. Not a few 
Americans have been at Winchester 
as schoolboys, It was the school of 
General Wavell and of General Por- 
ter of the Air Staff. Thinking of 
Winchester College and war. listen- 
ers to the broadcast saw in imagin- 
ation again the tragic roster of 
those whom Winchester had trained 
who gave their lives in the other 
World W T ar. That great array of 
names in the Memorial Cloister can 
never be forgotten. The worth of 
men has abundant witness there, and 
the waste of war. An institution that 
keeps faith with its founders and 
serves learning and religion will 
send out lads who believe in some 
things enough to die for them. Their 
succession will not fail. 

A head-ma«tcr of Winchester Col- 
lege had watched the noble and tragic 
roll of the dead grow year by year in 
the first World War. He chose for 
the bronze inscription at the entrance 
to the Cloisters, Banyan's noble words 
of valiant for truth as he took leave 
of life: "Then," said he, "my sword I 
leave to him who shall succeed me in 
my pilgrimage. My skill and my 
courage to him that can get it." 

The minutes of remembering what 
human values there have long been 
and will long be were worth while. 
The air visit from Winchester, Eng- 
land, we of this Winchester would 
gladly have had less scant; it seemed 
very brief. 

The care of the Browning Labora- 
tory secured good recention. It was 
generou=. of the laboratory, which is 
a very busv cog in our defense pro- 
gram, to give time to make the in- 
stallation. 



WINCHESTER SPONSORS AND 
GUESTS AT DEFENSE REVUE 
IN BOSTON 



Winchester furnished a number of 
the guest audience in John Hancock 
Hall, Wednesday evening, June 11. 
when New England saw its first pres- 
entation of a spirited Revue, "Yo'i 
Can Defend America." They found 
it lively entertainment, as a Revue 
should be. They found it also so re- 
vealing of our defects and defeats in 
our personal and national life and so 
practical and so promising about 
what we can become and what we 
can make our life together that they 
agreed on the Tightness of calling it 
"A Spirited Revue for National De- 
fense." 

The makers of the Revue and the 
hearers who applauded it, face the 
facts on which the dictators count 
for the downfall of democracy, our 
indifference, our divisions, our cyni- 
cal distrust of each other, but they 
believe we can gain a new spirit. 
They believe we can as free men and 
women get loyalty and unity. Gov- 
ernor Saltonstall paid the Revue a 
high tribute. "I believe that the 
snirit of national unity exemplified 
in the pamphlet, 'You Can Defend 
America' and illustrated by the play 
you have seen tonight, is the great- 
est single asset for our national de- 
fense. This country is faced with 
the most serious crisis in its history. 
Without being nationally unified, our 
prospects of success are lessened. I 
wish this pamphlet and play could be 
read and seen by every citizen of this 
country as the best single method of 
obtaining national unity." 

The play has been seen in some 
other sections of the United States. 
A young radio man saw a private 
presentation, to the neighbors living 
in a Western valley, and felt as does 
Governor Saltonstall about the time- 
liness and the effectiveness of this 
message about total defense. Busi- 
ness men of the capital of Nevada 
sponsored the first public perform- 
ance, which was given in the Civic 
Auditorium at Carson City. It has 
been given in San Francisco, Los An- 
geles and Seattle. Labor leaders saw- 
it at their national conventions ;n 
Atlantic City and in New Orleans. 

In New York City in May the 
management of the Barbizon-Plaza 
twice donated their theater as "con- 
tribution to national defense."

The May 3 "Union Signal" refers 
to a tribute to Senator Morris Shep- 
pard in the "Star Telegam" of Fort

The article states: "The untimely 
death of Son. Morris Sheppard. who 
for 39 years represented Texas in 
Congress, constitutes a well-nigh ir- 
reparable loss to the Nation.

Winchester's <>nl\ Surviving I ivi' 
War Veteran Dead at 100 



Daniel Webster Kimball. Winches- 
ter's oldest resident and last surviving 

vet- ran «f the Civil War. died at his !

Horn in Boston. Nov. 18. 1840. Mr. 
Kimball came to Winchester eight 
years later. His parents, Ozro and 
Hannah ( Marshall I Kimball made 
their home on Lake street on the site 
of the present town yard, their prop- 
erty being distinguished for its hand-, 
some terraced gardens. As a boy Mr. | 
Kimball saw the boats go through the 
old Middesex Canal from Charles- ; 
town to Lowell, making the trip in 18 j 
hours, loaded with southern cotton 
for the Lowell mills, He was edu- 
cated in the Winchester schools and 
as he (rrew to young manhood de- j 
veloped a keen interest in. and love 
1 o r Winchester which continued 
thr< ugh his life. 

On Aug. 29, 1862, during the Civil 1 
War, he enlisted at the age of 22. in ! 
Co. H of the 41th Regiment. M. V. M. 
Three Winchester young men. Har- 
rison Parker, his comrade in arms. 
Allen F. Hoone and Charles C. Rice, 
enlisted with him. He was stationed | 
at New Hern in North Carolina and 
saw active service for a year, remain- 
ing in perfect health during this 
time despite scanty rations which 
often got as low as three hardtack 
and a cup of substitute coffee a (ia>. 

H< sides his service in Co. H. Mr. 
Kimball also served for a short time 
in Co. B of the 4th Battalion. M. V. 
M. He was mustered out upon the 
expiration of his term .lime 18, 1XI>:I. 

Returning to Winchester, lie es- 
tablished himself in the real estate 
business in Boston, also conducting 
for a timi an insurance business in 
this town. He married Harriet Brown 
and 66 years ago built the house on 
Wildwood street in which he lived 
and died. 

At the time the hous-e was built 
the neighborhood was very sparsely 
settled, there being not more than 
thiee or lour houses there. Mr. Kim- 
ball'a property extended from Wild- 
wood street through what is now 
Pn!t ier street and included a part of 
the present cemetery land. For manv 
years he had a hirgy, vpg table gar- 
den and manv fruit trees which he 
cared for himself, getting up at dawn 
and working until time to go to his 
business in Boston. He always shared 
his surplus fruit with the boys so 
that his grounds were never mole-t- 
ed even when his fruit and vege- 
tables were most tempting. 

Mr. Kimball recalled vividly wh-n 
the railroad was laid through Win- 
chester. For years until he retired

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The leak in the dam at the Con- 
verse Bridge on Main street near the 
Parkway, which has been engaging 
the attention of Town Engineer 
Parker Holbrook and Assistant Town 
Engineer .lam >s Wakefield since i'.s 
discovery last week by Selectman 
Marshall W. Symmes, was definitely 
bleated on Wednesday. 

It originates at the north end of 
the dam near the outlet gate, the 
water flowing diagonally across or 
around the cirede to bubble up in the 
river on the other side of the- bridge', 
near the southerly shore. 

Looking over plans, and diagrams 
of old borings made when the bridge 
was built, Mr. Wakefield discovered 
a vein of sand or soft gravel extend- 
ing under the dam at approximately 
the place where the trouble was sus- 
pected. Lime thrown into the water 
of the mill pond near the north gate 
of tlie dam soon reappeared in the 
bubbling water near the south bank 
of the river on the other side of tha 
bridge, 

When the Star reporter visited the 
dam. Assistant Engineer Wakefield 
and Superintendent Harry Dotten of 
tin- Water * Sewer Department were 
watching the progress of the lime 
through the leak. They estimate, I 
that between .">(» and 76 gallons of 
water are leaking through each mi- 
nute, flowing at the rate of about Jo 
feet a minute. Neither felt that cor- 
recting the trouble would prove' too 
difficult.

On the evening of Thanksgiving 
Dj'.y. just before the turn of the cen- 
tury, there came into our family a 
Virginia-born maiden in her late teens 
for, in the course of much time and 
by our united efforts we had persuad- 
ed mother to give over the housekeep- 
ing into strontr. young hands. 

So, Henrietta darner came to us, 
her brown eyes timid, her soul in awe 
of my clergyman father antl her heart 
so homesick that she had forgotten 
how to smile; ami I wondered if we 
could ever learn to make her happy 
enough to stay with us. 

In the more than 40 years since 
that November night, it has been my 
privilege to watch a wonderful char- 
acter develop. 

Henrietta's mother was born in 
slavery, and freed by Lincoln's proc- 
lamation; she was horn a lady and 
her children received a home training 
which would benefit many a youth of 
today. So long as Mrs. Garner lived, 
a grateful daughter visited her often 
and made frequent contributions to 
her welfare. 

Last Sunday, in the St. John's Bap- 
tist Church in Woburn, tribute was 
paitl to that dutiful daughter, tribute 
sincere, affectionate, deferential. Miss 
darner loved her church for which 
she labored unceasingly and which 
she helped to support without count- 
ing the cost. Many a dime or a quar- 
ter has passed over a Winchester 
counter in response to a modest, but 
firm offer of a ticket to a "stay-at- 
home-social" or some other church 
benefitting function. 

She loved people; to talk with them, 
to be with them, or simply to watch 
them. Her day's work was well 
planned and systematically carried 
out so that she could sit often by 
the window of her room in Stetson 
Hall.

MIDDLESEX COUNTY FINANCES 
IN GOOD SHAPE 



To the Editor of the Star: 

Herewith I am enclosing a copy of 
the Abstract of Receipts and Expen- 
ditures of Middlesex County for the 
vear HMO. . 

The County Tax for HMO was the 
same as for 1939, and was at the low- 
est point since 1928, 

During 1940 the County Debt was 
decreased bv 37.21 per cent to $477,- 
500.0O The debt of the Middlesex 
County Tuberculosis Hospital District 
is also being decreased rapidly. 

In HMO the Temporary Loan of 
$l,5oo.ooo.o<i was sold at the sur- 
prisingly low rate of six one-hun- 

dredths of 1 per cent, plus a premium 
of $77 received by the County, which 
made the actual rate of 0.0538 per 
cent. In the same week that the Coun- 
ty borrowed this money, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts paid a 
higher rate, seven one-hundredths of 
1 per cent, for money borrowed for 
approximately the same period. This 
makes it appear that, for the amount 
it needs to borrow, the credit of th.' 
County of Middlesex is even better 
than that of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.
